GOVKENOR'S MESSAGE. 

Fellow Citizens <^ the Senate, 

' and House nf Representatives : 

The sessknu of tbe Legialatnre are limited in e&ot, bj the Oan- 
etitntion, to a period of forty days, onoe in tvo ^ean. 

A OMffliderable portion of the time of joar last scnioamsnea- 
CKaril; devoted to a diqtodtioD of the grante of laod made by God- 
gresB to aid in the oonttmction of Bail Beads, and there was SDaioe- 
Ij time left to. perfect other meuores of Icgielation that vere ittdie- 
poneahle. 

It would baro been mneh more in eonsonanee with my feelings, 
if the expense wUoh mast necesEarily be incurred foy an Extra Ses- 
sion oonld have been avoided, biit it has seemed to me tfaatimb- 
lio interests of great magnitude impcratiTeljiequire it 

One of the most important messBrcs of the last M88i<ai, tbat (tf 
re-districting the State, for the Gircnit Gonrls, was paaed by the 
House of Representatives but was not readied in tite Sraiate for the 
want of time — and ctmsoqaendy in the ooanties of OraUot, Masai, 
Hsnirtee, Maniton, Emmett, Oecaoa, and several other nnMganind 
coinities, no provision was made for holding Ceiurta. Civil oOBtzaetl 
tor &B payment of debts cannot be enforced, aot is there any mode 
hj whiefa tte gmlty mdidan of the law can tw btooght ta jnatiae. 
I 
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The immiaeut peril ia vhioh a large portion of our oonetitueotB are 
ihoB plaoed, would of itself be a justiSoatioD for calling jou logetber ; 
and I troBt that jour immediate aoUon will provide for ibeir iieoeEmtieB. 
The amount of labor and travel imposed npon the Judges, under the 
present arrangement of Gircuita, is very unequal — and it is Bahmitl«d 
to your judgment, whether the present Judicial Districts can be so 
modified and arranged as to equalize the duties and labors of tho 
Judges, and inclode the whole State within the e^ht Judicial Cir- 
cuits. Or if this cannot be done, whether a new Circuit ought to 
be created. 

I invito jour attention to the Report of the Commissioner of the 
I«nd Office, and especially to that part in which be has as- signed his 
reasons for withholding the Swamp Lands granted to the State by 
Congress from sale, under the Act of 14(h of Febuary last. The 
lliird section of the Act, required the Commissioner to advertise in 
every county in the State, in which a newspaper is published, all the 
lands offered for sale by their legal sub-dimsions. This was un- 
doubtedly an oversight of the Legislature, ibr after a careful oompa- 
tatioD by tiie Commisnoner, he ascertained, that the expense of ad- 
vertiMDg would exceed by far the cash receipts for the land. 

I feel confident, therefore, that you will concur with me in the 
opinion, that the Commisnoner assumed a proper reqxinBibility in 
inthholiUng the lands fr<Hn sale. My opinknis of the duties and re- 
spoiwibiliticfi of the Legislature in assuming and controlling this giant 
of lands by Congress, are fiiUy expressed in my messages of 1855, and 
1857, to which I ree^ectfully ask your attention. 

The great object of the grant was to secure the drainage, oulti- 
vation and ooonpanoy of a large quantity of land which found no 
pnrchaser from the General Government. 

Our experience in the disposal of lands granted by Congress for 
internal improvement, should warn ns that it is not the true pcdioy of 
tke State, in assuming the control of this grant, to create offices, and 
employ engineers and laborers for the purpose of draining the laitda, 
er * ftind, out 'of the proceeds cf their tale, to be expended under the 
£re<^oa of the State, in their drainage ; but rnUier to diapoae ef 
them in all the districts where there are Betdsmentd, at such a loir 
piioe W would jastitj the psrcbaser in making the neeeseary provisiofi 
fcr dieii drainage and improvement. 
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If in 00 duponig of Ifiem wo AuU coafine their m}» (o totaal ait- 
Uere, we diall bare a gmraiitee that the parohaaer woaM be promplMl 
by self interest to make anoh improvementa aa would render hia Undt 
piodnotive and valuable. The depression in the price of Und, and aD 
other arttolea, oansed b; the great reduction in the amotnt of Bank 
oiroolation, npon which we are nofbrhuiatel; compelled to rely mainly 
for cnrrenej, lenden it iiapiobaUe that any oonriderable qnaqti^ of 
lands would bring the miuimnm prioe cstabliahed by law of five dollua 
per acre. I dierefore le^ctfally recommend snch a modifioation «f 
the Act, as will redace the mioimum to one dollar or one dollar twenty 
five cents per acre, and that the expenae nich advertiaing and aelllng 
be reduced to the lowest practicable amount, with such other modifica- 
tions as yonr wisdom shall suggest. 

My opinions are nnohanged, that the net proceeds of these lands, af- 
ter the payment of our public debt, should he sacredly devoted to an 
edooatiooal fund, and I submit to yonr jodgment whether the Agricol- 
toral College, now in auccesaful operatim, should not have some en- 
dowment to secure ita permanoy and nsefulncss. 

The fioanoial embarrassment and distroffi which has overspread the 
oountry, and which has so sensibly affected the receipts into the National 
Treasury, has also seriously diminished the revenues upon which it' 
liance had been placed to replenish the State Treasury. The State 
levied a direct tax in 1856 of about sixty-five thousand doUarsi and in 
1857 of about eighty thouaand dollars. This tax is levied and col- 
lected in the several oounties at the same time that the township and 
county tax is collected, and the county Treasurers are required to 
make their returns and settle with the Auditor General and State 
Treasurer. A much larger proportion of lax than is generally sap* 
posed is levied upon nnimproved and non-reudent lands. The Oonn^ 
TreraureiH, therefore, instead of paying the moneys collected into the 
State Treasuiy, retom to the Auditor General, for the State tax, the 
delinquent tax onllie non-resident lands, which in a majority of the 
counties is fully equal or more than sufficient to pay their proportion of 
State tax It will thus be perceived that vory little money comes di- 
rectly into the State Treasury. If tlie taxes on these non-resident 
lands are not p^, tb^ are returned to the sev«^ oounties to be sold, 
and if not redeemed by the owner within one year after being bM, 
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ttB7bMiHiM£»feilMltoth« panAuer; ofif'nop qi o h MCTfafcgaci.ttwy 
an AriUted to the ftbte. 

The anumnt of htoda rstonnd and fotAfted to tin State hu bem 
greatly enliaiiced the present ycsr, not tnlj on sceoant of the great 
wuwity of money, tmt beoaose an impremon has been indubiomdy 
dnmlated that the titles to the lands sold fi^ taxes were invalid ; tiiat 
the StMs did not mean to preserre her feith with the pnrohasers; and 
that l^ some teolmical qnibUe, the original owners oonld diepossesa 
the pordiasenr, and avoid &e payment of ft tax altogeAer. 

8mA an o;nmon, if well founded, beadei its manifest injostice, wonM 
deprive nsofone of the principal sources of State revenue. Very 
oonmderable reoeipts were also anticipated, when you were last in ses- 
sion, from the sale of Swamp Lands, wbioh has been entirely cut off* 
by the judicious action of the Commisdooer, in withholding the, lands 
ttota sale, to which I have referred. 

Through the operation of these oanses, unforeseen and temporary 
in their ebaraoter and duration, you will perceive by reference to tli& 
Beport of the State Treasnrer, that he wilt be unable to redeem the 
two hundred and sixteen thousand dollars of onr bonds that fkll doe 
on or before the first of January next, and meet the appropriations for 
onr various State Institutions, and for the enrreut State expenses, which 
were made at your last session. 

In Oiis exigency, it devolves upon you, as the Representatives of the' 
people, to determineftbe proper oourse to be pursued. 

The resources of onr State, are nudiminished — tbo specific tax upon 
railroads is more than sufficient to pay Qie enUre interest upon onr 
ftnded debt, which is very small, amoanting to only two million two 
hundred and sixty-nine thoosand feor hundred and sixty seven dollars. 
We have about six million acres of Swamp Lend, a large portion of 
which is valuable. 

We have an indnstricus, enterprising and productive population, 
who, notwithstanding they feel the effects of the oommeroial revulsion 
which is spreading over the civiliEed world, are cnrtaiKng their expen- 
ses, praotifflng the most rigid economy, and by tbeir nnflagging hbore, 
in our rich mines — in our vast forests— -in our productive fisheries — and 
in the cultivation of onr exuberant soil, are annually adding nullione 
to the wealth of the State. 
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Can wa tbaaiim or dliHntlnm tony at onr SMb IniUtatinu?' 
Those of learning, all of whioh are in a 9iHiittlrii]g«Mi£tiui ? or tta 
Slate Friflon, or tb« Howe of OocnOaaa.'* Are we not too elavalcA 
in the soak of t^T^ntion and Chrittiui refisetoent M reHnqabfa 
the Asylams tbt the Deaf, Damb and BKnd, and the Insane T Can 
ire reject the appeali to om homanity and benerolenoe, from tbeae 
nnfortB nate olsBaes in every oonn^ in t&e State, to provide for tlwlr 
care and edncation ? I think I hazard little in asserting, that if 
an appeal were made directly to the people, their awakened spirit 
of benefieonce woald not rest satisfied w^ile these snfferersare left ra- 
caredfbr. 

The State tax ftir l^e last tliree years has been exoeedlngly light, 
not exoeeding one-half of a null on the dollar, on Ae valuation of A 
property — while the average Slate tax Fmn the years eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty eight to eighteen hnndred and fi%, averaged abont 
tliree milb on the dollar. In the State of Otuo, ^e State tax &r a 
nnmber of years, averaged over five milb on the doliar of valuation— 
and yet doring the present derangement, in ouiranoy and badness, it 
mig^t seem burdensome and inexpedient, to increase the rate of 
taxation. This necessity can undoubtedly be avoided, by anthoriung 
a temporary loan of fifty thousand dollars, to meet the defidt in the 
State tax of this year, to which amount we are so properiy limited by 
the Constitntion, and also if found neoesnuy by the issue and sale 
of stocks, sufficient to redeem Aose previonsly inned, utd falKng die 
the present year. 

I invite yonr partiealar attention to the Beport of the State Treas- 
urer, which states with great exactness, and pattieularity the diminution 
in the receipts as compared with previous years. It will also be per- 
ceived that he has paid 1147,085 34 of the publlo debt, during tiu 
three yearo of bis administration. 

The people are interested in knowing that a rigid economy is oh 
served in the appropriation and expenditure of money by tiidr Bepr- 
senlatives and Agents, and I take this ocoaaion to say that, where 
money has been expended through agents of my appointment, and under 
my saperrinon, it has been done witii a fidelity to the pnbKo interests 
worthy of praise. No money has been expended for the acoompliili- 
ment of personal or partizan ends, and the ^I^easury baa been well, 
gnarded against the Bssanlts of frandulent claimants.

Id my moswge of Jmmay Uit, I bed the honor at oelliog yonr 
attention to the oonditioi of those of onr citiienH who had emignted to 
Kanaaa, for (be puipoee of finding a borne, and of oo-opwating with tjw 
fidendi of freedom in prcJiibiting Ibe introdoodoQ and eatahliahment 
of haman Slavet; is that great Territory — they had, for neaijy two 
years, been eipoeed to the persecution and violence of an infamted 
ruffian moh, who, iutigated by the ehm power of the countiy, ertjwwd 
into Kanaaa from Ae State of Miasouri, and drove them from their 
home»— hnmed their houses— plundered their effects — dcatrojed their 
printing presses, and murdered muiy of the people. Others were eeiaed 
and arraigoed before the Courts of the Territoij, and subjected to 
chuns uid imprisonment, under the pretence that fyr seeking peaoeaUy 
to egtsblish free institatione, thej were guilty of treason against t}» 
CoDstitation and government of the United States. During this long 
and unequal straggle, the United States Government, to whom the 
people had a right to loc^, as their natural and Constitutional guard- 
ian, with a full knowledge of the faetst made public by an offioial 
inveeligaliou of Congress, shamelessly lent its aid and sympathy to the 
oppreasws. 

It is no matter of wonder that the barbarities piaotioed there, and the 
onlpable oondnctof the Oovemment should have ozcited the indignant 
feeling of the people in the Btates,free and tbrouj^ont cbriatendom, 
and Toluntai; oontribulione to a very large amount were freely 
made and forwarded to eusltuu those who had thus been reduced by 
omel treatment to want and starvation. 

Partaking in the general sympathy, and anxious that the archives of 
the State shouM oontain the earnest and solemn protest of the people 
against the repeal of the Missouri Compromise, and the subsequent acts 
by wfaioh Slavery was sought to be introduced into Kansas, the Legis- 
lature appropriated "ten thousand dollars for the aid and relief of emi- 
grants from the State of Michigan to the Territory, to be drawn for 
that purpose, at tbe discretion of the Governor." AfUr becoming sat- 
isfied of the necessities of the people by an extensive eorrespondeuce, 
and having received the offer of the National Kansas Committee, to dis- 
burse tbe money nnder my direction, without expense to the Stat^— 
I transmitted to the Secretary of that Committee, one thousand dol- 
lars, to be expended exdutiively in the pnrohase of seeds, to bo dis- 
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tributod among the necaaatous Miohigaii emigrenU, I ha^ received 
from Mr. H. B. Hurd, the Seaietar; of the Committee, at Chicago, bis 
nport, attached to which is the report of Mr. B. B. Whitman, sait- 
agent ia Eansas, with vouchers for the distribution 'of the ieeds, which 
satisfy me that the cxpeoditare was justly and properly made. I have 
also received numeroua letters irom Michigan emigrants, and others, 
«zpreasing their Joy and thankfulness at the great relief thus afforded. 
The atrociooa attompt to extend and perpetuate Slavery in Kaiuiis, 
through the iaflaeoce and agnoy of the Government of this Union, 
vbioh was foucded "to establish justice, and secure the blesaiogs of 
liberty " — will constitute one of the darkest chapters in our history, 
and has only been thwarted by the zealous efibrta and saorifices of the 
people in the free States, in which oar own has borne an honorable 
and oouspiouous part. 

. Avery serious breach in the St.' Mario's Ship Canal the last Sum- 
mor, has rendered that great work a source of anxiety to the State 
authorities, in whose care it is intrusted. It was probably saved from 
destruction by the timely intervention and aid of United States officera 
and men, who happened to be there. I have requested Mr. Burt, the 
late Superintendent of the Canal, and an Engineer of experience, to 
make a re- port of its present condition, with the hope that Congresa, 
at its present session, will see the necessity of an appropriation to 
make it secure and permanent. The vast interest concerned ia the 
navigation of the Upper Lakes which is rapidly increasing every year, 
renders it highly important that this great National work should be 
plaoed as &r as poaiible beyondthe haxard of destruction. lam assur- 
ed that our members of Congress will remit no effort for its accompli^- 

I have received a communication trom the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, asking for certain modifications in the Statutes, made necessary 
foy the establishment of that tribunal, whiob is berewiUi transmitted. 

With the con6dent hope that your deliberations will result in the 
adoption of wise and judicious measures let us invoke the aid of that 
good Providence which has guided us hitherto, in our endeavors to 
advance the welfare, prosperity and honor of the State.

The part paid five miUion loan bonds have been so far adjusted as to 
make the annual interest thereon amount to the sum of $103,121 10, 
whidi mm ii an annnal charge mpon the Treasuiy. 
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I refer you to the taUw annexed to tbis Report, for information 
touching the subject mentioned in the caption oF each table. 

By referraoe to the tables containing the estimated remipts and ex- 
penditures for the current fiscal year, it will be sien that at its doee, 
there will, without further provisions of law, be an iufidequacy of avail- 
able meana to meet ail the pecuniary engagemeats of the State. 

In my annual report to you, dat«d December lOtb, 1B55, 1 remarked 
that " the large surplus in the Treasury, with the income from epecifie 
taxes, and the sale of the State Lands, it is believed will be found suffi- 
cient to defray the ordinary expenses of the govammen^ and meet 
promptly the interest on the public debt, and so much of the principal 
as matures prerious to 1660." 

Of course, no disbursements bnt for the ordinary expense of carrying 
on the State goTemment, the payment of anch portions of the principal 
of the public debt as weretofalldue.and the current interest on the trust 
ftinds, and other indebtedness of the Stale, were contemplated ; nor was 
it aotidpalad either that the State lands would prove to be eo unpro- 
dnctive a sonroe of revenue as is found to be the case; nor that large 
appropriations would be made far otiwr though necessary objects, with- 
out at the same time providing the nteus to meet dnm. 

Doubtlew, the prospective insafflcienoy of the public revenues which 
I have mentioned, was in a d^;ree realized by the Legislature, who, at 
their last session passed an act, one object of which was to provide ad- 
dUional means from the proceeds of the swamp lands. But owing to 
the oonatruction which the Commimoner of the State Land Office felt 
it his duty to put upon the act, and to the high minimum price fixed 
upon those lands, this source of relief has entirely failed. 

It is one of the practical maxims of politick economy, that where a 
new or extraordinary appropriation of money is made, efficient provis- 
itn should be mode for raising the funds. A ooane of pidiej that sep- 
antes the two, must inaviliA>ly lead to embamesnient and disaster. 
The maiim is as applicable to public aa to private affiurs, and should be 
ijgidly observed by every man, whether acting for himself or the pub- 
lic. The necessity of applying it in our own oase, is made evident 
enough, by an inspection of the statutes making appropriations, the in- 
adequate and deficient provisions of law for the collection of specific 
and other taxes, and the rate of taiatiou at present in foioe. And the 
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oontitalian itsetf impioMes the mem leeaan, whes It declBrw thtt "the 
Legulatnre ihall profide for an aanual tax, sufficieat, with other tieaoar- 
eea, to pay the eeUmaied ezpeim of die State Govefamant, the inbereat 
of the State debt^ and such other deficieDuea as may occur in the ra- 
soarces." 

Many of the corporalions of the State, owing to the want of enkable 
proviuoDB, anitably «xpre88ed in their chart«Rs fail to make payment ot 
the specific tazee charged to them; and considering the importance of 
this branch of revenue, and the ordinaiy embarrasamenta, delays and 
fiulnres in its coUectbo, I deem it a dn^ to call yoar attention to (ha 
presabg need there ia of additional legislation on the subject. 

iioK stringent and practical proviaions ought also to be enacted fdr 
the collection of the speciQc taxes due from brokers and exchange deal- 
ers. The statute at present in fores on Hits subject, is so loose, and the 
mnedy it provides so insnScient, that httJe or sc^hing is realized by 
the Slate from tlie specific taxes upon them ; and the plain object and 
intent of the proviuons are almost universally evaded — greatly to the 
injnry of the State. 

And if the Legislature intended the apprdpri^ons of the last seaiion 
upon the Asylums, the Agricultural College, House of Correction fix 
Juvenile O&nders, and Univetsity, as examples for the future, it is ei>i- 
dent that to meet them, and at the same lime to discharge the bonded 
debt of the State as it shall fall due, the rate of taxj^n upon the a>- 
■eased value of property, must be increased. 

Althongh it is probable that relying upon other sources of inoom^ 
and especially the sales of swamp lands, the Legislature did not feai 
the neceasity of increasing ihe present rate of taxation, yet it must 
be admitted that if, in making the late appn^iation^ they had in- 
creased the rate of taiadon so as to have raised the necessary amonnt, 
leaving untonched the means on hand for the payment of the public 
debt and interest, the present condition of our finances nould have been 
lee emlWTTMcnng. Compared with the rate of former year^ the pres- 
wit one would seem to be fsr from burdensome; for durieg the period 
of thirteen years, from 1338 to 1890 iDclusive, the average yearly rate 
of taxation on the taxable property of the Slate, was three mills to the 
dollar; under which an average annual revenue of 86,400 dollars tot 
the same period was raised; while under existing htws, the rate is con 
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And ocnnparad with that of other Statw, it wiB b« aean that the tata

and the proapective demands upon it for the years mentioned, and in 
case appropriations were made, that the necessary means sfaoold be 
provided to meet the same. Appropriations were made for tlie Aay- 
Inmi, Honse of Correction, Agricultural College, State Prison, UoiTe^ 
sity, Normal School, State Agricoltural Society, and various other public 
objeda, payable from thepnblicTreasury on call during 1857 and 1868, 
amounting to over t926,000. To meet these appropriations, and the 
deficit in the Revenue before mentioned, the Legislatnre authorized the 
laising of a State tax for 1657 and 1858, eqnal to five-tenths of a mil) 
on the taxable property of the State, as eqnaliaed by the Slate Board of 
BquaHzation in 18S6. Thia tax would amonnt tor these yeaia to 
1137,000. Tlie L^ishtture also provided by ActNo. I06,anthoriEii^ 
the sale of the Swamp Land^ that seventy-five per cent, of the priad- 
pal arising from the sals of these Lands, should be loaned to iibs State 
"Mid wpropriated to tki paymtni of the wMtmdmg indtbtediuu 
of tkt State, MCiired hy ilg bondt or tlocki, tn ths order in mhieh 
they ihaU fail due." 

It was snppoeed that these Landa would have been put into the 
market and ofiered for sale, aa boc« as the act should take efiect, and 
that the surplus funds of the Treasury would be greatly increased by 
the sale. 

Tbe Commisuoner at the Land Office, after a careful examination of 
the law, decided not to ofTei the Idnds for sale in conaequence <^ 
the imperfections of tbe act, and published his determination on tbe 
snljeat by an offidal drcnlar, on the 6th of Hay last In consequence 
of the withdrawal of these lands from market, the revenue expected to 
have been received from such sale has been entirely cut off. It will 
therefore readily be perceived that means from some source should be

I deeire to call your attention, especially at this time, to the fact that 
the General Fund account is largely overdrawn, and consequently is in 
debted to the several Trust Funds to the amount of $496,692 28 . 
Under tbe present condition of the Gnaccee, and as the semi-annusl 
igterest on the State debt falls due on the Ist of Januaiy, 1S58, amout- 
ing to tbe sum of $64,682 01, the payment of which, and the regular 
disbursements in the mean time, will reduce the surplus funds by the 
1st of January, 1858, to about $76,000; and as the expenses of the 
State Government must be sustained and met, I do not see how fur- 
ther payments of appropriations can be made. I shall, therefore, decline 
their further payment until provision is made to meet the same.

The soles of Internal Improvement Lands during tbe year are 
4,934.06 ai^ee, amounting to (,6217 57, and includes sales made for 
warrants presented on account of appropriations heretofore made.

SWAMP LAiwa. 

Yery mnch has been said, for the last three years, reapectiiig tb* 
true State policy for the disposition of these Lands. Kumerotn and 
widely different opinions have been repeatedly expressed, originating 
not only from different localities, and diversified interests, bat also from 
very different views, entertained entirely independent of any local or 
other interested considerations which might partially bias the judgment; 
and afier alt, nothing it is belived, has yet been arrived at, satisfactory, 
as a whole, to any considerable portion of the people in any section of 
theStat«. 

This seems to be one of those great and conflicting State iatereste 
which can be wisely settled, only by a spirit of fair and Ijbersl 
compromise. 

In view of these facta, the imporlant question naturally arises: What 
can, and what ought to be done, to harmonize the views and interest* 
of the whole people, in permanently settling the true policy for the 
proper disposition of this extensive grant of land, amounting in all to 
nearly 6,000,000 of acres. It might seem to be overstepping the 
province of this Department, and improperly encroaching upon that 
of the Executive, even to suggest, much more to recommend, the object^ 
to which the avails of the sales of thesi Lands should be appropriated . 
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Bat this, the Executive, nhose prerogative it is to exercise a superviuon 
over ALL tbe great interests of the State, espedaUy iDcluding its finaneee, 
could with great propriety do. Tbe laoguage of the grant itself, and the 
State Act of '51 accepting it, seems plain, that the proceeds of the Bales of 
thebe Lands should be devoted, in some form, either by the direct agency 
of the Slate, tbecounties, the purchasers, or otherwise, so far as is '^neces- 
tary" (which is the language of the grant) to their drainage and 
" reclamation " for cultivatioo, and the het^th of the country. But it is 
also claimed on the other hand, that the State done, must judge of tbe 
extent of this "neceasilff," and of the manner in which the object shall 
be elldcted. None have denied the obligation of the State, to carry 
out in good futh in some way what it shall consider to be the spirit and 
true intent of the grant Bnt k wide difference of opinion has existed, 
both aa to tbe extent of the drainage " required," as well as to the way 
and manner of its accomplishment At the last seatioQ of the Le^ala- 
tare, a law was passed regulating the sale of these Lauds, and fixing . . 
tbe minimum price at 95 per acre, requiring at least one-fonrth of tbe 
puTchne money down, and the balance on time, at the ol>tion of the 
purchaser, atsevea par cent interest perannum. According to section 9 
of thia Act, 25 per cent, of the avails of the sales of all these Lands, 
was to become a drainage fund, (tbe interest only to be expended) 
for tbe benefit of those counties respectively, in which the Lands 
&om time to time should ba sold, to be expended under the direction 
of the Supervisors of said counties, and after deducting expenses of sale, 
tbe interest on the balance was to be added to ^e Primary School Fund, 
and the Principal of tbe bdance was to be appropriated for the payment 
of the Stat« indebtedness, secured by its stocks or bonds, in the order in 
which they should fall due. These last two provisions of this law have 
met with very generd acceptance in many parts of the State, but opposed 
in other parts, on the ground, as is alleged, that too small a porljon of 
the proceeds of sales was to be devoted to drainage. Thia Act required 
idl these Lands to be advertised according to their leg^ subdivisions, six 
soocessiva weeks previous to their public offering for sale, in at least 
one paper in every county in the Stat* where one should be published. 
It is presumed that the Le^slature, on a reconsideration of the provis- 
ions of this section, would readily amend it, so as to bring the expenses 
of advertising within reasonable limits. No provision was made in 
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this Act for tha forfeiture of tbeu Lands to the State tor the noa-pay- 
ment of tues, the mom aa for Don-paymeot of iDterost, which is 
regarded by this Department, as well a* the Auditor Qenersl's, of much 
importance. 

Id view of tlieee proTisioDs, and some others lees objectionable, aflfii 
a careful examination of the whole law, I could not but deem it suicidal 
to what I considered the beet inlAreata of the State, to advertise these 
Lands for sale under it, finding, after an accurate computation, that the 
expense of doing this, would in all probability, be considerably greater 
than tho amount that would be received in cash at their public offering. 
I therefore, aRer mature deUberalion, while much regreltiDg this neceesi- 
ty, determined to ezerdse the discretion which I beUeved to be rested 
in tha Commissioner, not to eell them under this law, in view of what 
seemed to me tlie manifest eacrifice of the interest of the Sut« — and 
accordingly, in reply to numerous enqairiee on the subject from different 
parts of the Btat«^ I published diis detemuDatioa in an official circular 
on the 5th day of May last, supposing at the time, the law would soon 
be amended, so that these Lands, so long kept out of market for the 
want of a law under which they oould with propriety be sold, could, 
with aa litUe delay as possible, consistent with other interests of the 
Stat«, be offered for sale. But it is presumed the unexpected revulsion 
in the Snaocee of the country has caused the delay. It is said that 
the Legislntuie of last Session, in fixing the minimum rates of these 
Lands at (6 per acre, did so under the conviction that some portion of 
them would readily command this price, and that the extensive Internal 
ImproTemenIs which they then supposed were soon to be accomplished, 
by Railroads and otherwise, near the localities of some of these Lands, 
would soon enhance the value of utlier portions to this figure, being 
subject, if not thus realized, to such reductions by future Le^latures 
as miglit from time to time be called for by the people. But it ap- 
pears now to be frankly admitted by all, that subsequent developments, 
then looked for by none, have sadly disappointed all such anticipations. 
The opinion now seems to prevail very generally, that the minimum 
price of these Lands must bs much reduced to insure their sale, to 
any considerable extent, for a long time to come, whether for cash or on 
credit It is also expected, that as soon as these Lands can consistently 
be brought into market, it should be done — as extensively as settle- 
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uHDta shall be made ia the countiee in which they are located, so tbat 
s^ual reddentfi, dsBiring them for cultivation, could have at least an 
eqaot chance with nan-Tesideots to obtain them. So large a body of 
GovemmMit Land*, on aooouot of Railroad Grants, being now with- 
drawn from market, and no equivalent being rendered therefor bj way 
of expenditures of moQey among our dtizeoB in making public im- 
pTovementa, it would seem quite important for our State, that as large a 
quantity as practicable of our own lianda should, without further delay, 
be brought ioto market, on terme so favorable to purchasers as would 
Dot only induce our own dtizens to purchase tliem for their own occu- 
paoey, bat would alao liberally enooutage valuable immigration among 
ut, which has too long been pawing beyond ue. It cannot be doubted, 
I thmk, that whaUv« shall tndoM an induatrioos population to becomft 
oar ddsetia, and aueoeasful ooltivatoTs of the soil, would eawntially 
iacreaee, above anything a'se, our real wealUi and permanent proapetity 
as a State. Our intrioaic and available wealth is believed not to He 
pent up either in nadnuned matahesf or in any kind of wUd Lands, 
however exoelleot in themselves, but rather in the well cnltjvated fields 
lod rightly directed iudostrioua habits of the peofde. 

Iliere are diSerent views entertained reepecting the wisdom of the 
tme State policy, for the sale of theee Lands, whether it should be upon 
the higher price credit, or the lower price cash system. The advocates 
of the former, claim that more of these Lands can be sold, and at higher 
prleee, than could be sold upon the ktwer price ca^ system, and at the 
•ame time, the balance due the Slal« be amply secured for the annual 
payment of interest and taxes ; and also, that a much larger number 
of actual settlers woukl thus be able to purchaie more of them for their 
occupancy. They assert also, that the great leading interest of the 
Slide, in its policy in selilog these Lands, should be, simply to require 
enough down, to amply secure the annual interest and taxes on the 
balance; and thai this (as they claim) favorable syst«m for purchasers 
would induce a more rapid sale, and that thus these Lands would be 
die sooner reclaimed and brought into cultivation, advancing thereby 
the general good and prosperity of the State. To say the least, thia 
view of this very important question, looks plausible. But ibe advocates 
of the lower price cash system cIhIui, that for a Slate, in d isposiog of to 
large a body of Lsnd, to establish the policy of a higher minimum 
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ntoy requiring!; just eooogh dona to secnre its interest and taxes on ^le- 
bdance, is but holding out, upon the soductive principle, a spwious 
t«mptation to its owd citizens to lately mortgage themselvea and their 
posterity, perhaps for generations to come, and thst grest Diimbere would 
thus be ultimately oferburdoned with annual interest and taxea, whicb 
at times, especially of financinl embarasaments, might prove ruinous to 
very many certificate holders who would be obliged to forfeit tbtm,. 
and thus sacrifice to others their a<lvaneed payments and improve' 
meats. Those who take this view, contend also, that the interminable 
credit system, in selling so lai^e a body of Lands, would uttimat«lj, 
very greatly and unwisely, increase the business and expenses of the 
Land Office, by way of keeping the immensely multiplied aecountf,. 
and attending to the numerous applicatioH for divisions and subdi- 
visions of certificates, and making tht annud tranacripta from all the 
books of the office, for all the Onunty TresNiais in the Slate, m eom- 
jidiance with the requirement of the pieMBt law, and also in obtaining 
tbe annu^ examinations and appratsab of improvement, upon all 
credited State Lands, by all the Bupervisors in the State, of namerotts 
lots yearly forfeited by the neglect, at the proper time, of certificate 
tiolders to psy their annual interest and taxes, (though very many of 
the lots thus forfeited, would usually be redeemed, before or at the 
poblisbed day of sfle) thus making a large share of the constantly ac- 
cumulating and ever repeated annual expenses of examinations, apprais^ 
and published sales of these yearly forfeited lots a heavy burden against 
the Slate instead of the Lands. In addition to these objections, lo 
selling these Lands upon the credit system, it has ht^&a urged, among 
other things, that many of the best grade of timbered lota, would 
inevitably be robbed of their timber, and then abaodoued. 

But whichever of these views shall be considered the soundest State 
policy to adopt, the wisdom of the Representatives of tbe people, t^ 
mutual counsel, and mature rtflaclioD, will doiibtlcM be fiillr competent 
to determine. 

It would seem, at this time, that it is much to be desired that a spirit 
of good will, and a disposition to make mutual concessions, should 
everywhere exist, that the true policy of a fair and liberal ccmpromise 
should prevail in wisely adjusting this important, and already too long 
delayed, "mooted question." 
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Short of this, this great intereat for tbe State (if wuely conducted,) 
might be in imminent hazard of beiog ultimately sacrificed bj bung 
(saeotially perverted fmm an; beneficial practical purposes for the 
State, either lor revenue, dralDflge, or otherwise. 

Upon BO greai; an interest of the State as that of the Stvamp Lands, 
it would seem eiceedingly desirable, that a policy, relative to their dis- 
posal, should if poesible, be settled upon a basis so wise, so liberal, and 
satisfactory to all, that do dispoGition among any considerable portion of 
oor citizens should hereafter exist to disturb it, any more than does now 
to change the policy which governs the Primary School, and other 
classes of our State Lands. 

Some have been in favor of a system of graduating these Lands. 
But I apprehend that this would be attended with so much delay and 
eipeose, that it would not warrant the undertaking, and the consequent 
further postponement of their eale. Sfaotild their public sales be 
properly conducted under stringent regulations, somewhat like those 
reqnired by Section 4 of the law of last SesfioD, to prevent, as far as 
possible, collusion, fraud, and falae bidding, it is believed that sates so 
conducted would tend considerably to graduate their price according to 
tlkeir quality, by inducing that open and fair competition that would 
Eeneraliy insure for the better grade of these I^nds, prices approxima- 
ting their true value. 

In my last annual Report, I urged the importauce, as a matter of 
rights and justice, that a fair and liberal pre-emption law should be 
paaed, for ihe benefit of tboee who had previously aetUed in good faith 
upon some of the |SwHmp Lands. Atthelast Sesaionof theLegislatnre, 
nich a law passed the House by a strong vote, but failed in the Senate, for 
want of time to reach it The tame reasons, I think, now exist, witli 
still greater urgency, why this poor and confiding clus of our citizens, 
should be thus protected, who have settled upon theae lands, supposing, 
in some cases, that a former pre-emption law was still in force. In some 
iutances, all that these persons have for tbe support of their &milies 
is depending upon tiia poisage of such a law, to protect tiieir only home 
i^iunst competition for their mtprovementt, made with their own hands, 
■s volunteer pioneeia in the wilderness. 

No money baa been refiiiided to persons returning certifiostea for their 
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former purclusM of Swunp Laodi Mowding to Section 10 of tba 
Swamp Land Act of last Sesuoo. 

Appended are tables ezbUiiting the amount of Swamp Lutde in 
each county in the Stale, patented and unpatented, together with the 
amounts sold and unsdd in each county, and other information reiatiag 
to the EBme.

trol of the House of Correction for Juvenile Of- 
fenders, for the fiscal year ending Nov. 18, 1857. 

Tq Ote Stentarjf of SM* pf the SbOe of Jilektjfon: 

In complutiiee with the reqairements of Bee. 6, of m Ml entitled 
" an act to establisfa a House of Correction for Juvenile Ofieoden," ap- 
prored Feb. 10, 18S5, the uudersigiied Board of Control, make the 
fellowiDg report of the receipts, expenditures, busineea and prooeediDga 
of tbe House of Comadion, for Uie year ending Not. 18, 18S7. 

Tte report of the Superintendent herewith attached, gives the gen- 
eral atatistics of the Institution, and that of the Teacher exhibits the 
condition of the School. The Board have ever considered instruclMD, 
titanuy and moral, as the chief, tfaoogh not the onlj tneane to be eift- 
ployed in the process of retonnation ; coiraeqnentlj they have Mt h 
their duty to emi^oy askillfpl and well informed teacher. 

The Treasurer'a account, which is also herewith annexed, exhibits tba 
amount of fbnds receiyed by the Institution during the year, the sources 
fh>m which they were derived, and the amount paid oat during the 
uma period, with the purposes for which they were applied.

Tbe last smouot of tl,696 72, appean in the aooount currmit of the 
Treasurer of the Board. Tbe whole sum will appear in tbe Report of 
tbe Auditor Qeneril, as expended this year, tbe warrant not having 
been obtained till after tbe act of appropriation. 

The expenses for the auppoi t of the inmate^ have somewhat exceeded 
tbe expectations of the Board. This is chiefly due to tbe unexampled 
piice^of proTieions, groceries and goods, the past year, and the eitra- 
wdinary expenses naturally incideut to the oommencement of auob an 
Institution. At tbe beginning of the year, tbe grounds ware nncle«ed 
acd the building neai^y nnfamisbed. The Board have daared most of 
the 30 acres attached to tbe Institution, and grubbed about six acres, 
opened a street to tbe buildings, uid erected a inew bam at an expense 
of 1455 00, and a new brick shop S5 by 60 feet, at an expense of 
^00 00. 

During the year, iho Board have been unable to procure full employ- 
ment for the bays, iu tbe workshop. Their lime has been partly spent 
in labor upon the grounds, and in preparing fuel. . For most of tlie 
time during tbe last six months mosf of them have been employed in 
the shoe shop. The female inmate* have full occupatbn in making up 
theb own and the boys' clothing. Tbe Board have not been so sucoees- 
ful in obtaining proper and steady etuployraeot for the boys, there be- 
ii^ so few sorts of mechanical labor suitable to their youth, and to pre- 
pare them for future usefulness. Tbe Board deem it altogether ine]q>e- 
dient for them to engage in manufacturing buunees on tbeir own ac- 
eonnt They are encouraged to hope that this difSculty will be over- 
come during the present year. 
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Wfl Uke piMBDn in tMatg Out Uw BaperioteBdent and other ofBoen 
merit our approbation and the confidence of the people of the State, 
and die harmony ot feeling among ihem is encouragiag and gratifying 
to the Board.

They are all from Detroit; two bavleg 
Dean sent for prostitution, and one for larceny. The parents of one girl 
had separated ; the father and mother of the second w re grossly intem- 
perate, and the third was an orphan. ^ • 

The amounts received at the door, from visitors, from the opening 
of the Institution to Nov. 18,1657, has been $36 85, of which su3i 
$25 li have been expended for the purchase of tiooks and papers for 
the use of the inmates, and the balance now on band is $1 1 71. 

During the year past, a part of the boys havu been employed on 
contract in the manofacture of boots and shoes, and for their tabor the 
compensation has been paid of 13^ cents for each day's work of seven 
hours, and eleven cents for each day of six hours. The amount received 
of Contractors for the labor of the boys, has been (466 05. The re- 
mainder of the boys have been employed in grading the yard, in pre- 
paring fuel, and in the domeetic work of the house.

To the Board of Control of tht Sovte of Correction: 

GmTumir: — I ra^wafallj nbaut the So&awiag Report in nhnnoe 
to the School Department: 

A.t the time of my entering upon the duties of Teacher, April lit, 
13&V, there nere MTenteen acholars in the Sohool. 

Under the inetructiun of Mr. Geo. D. Lalhrop — the former Teacher, 
they had made commendable progreu in their MndieB, which then 
conusted of reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic Since that time 
I hare introdaoed intermediate and modem 6e(^;niphy and Englkh 
Crammar. 

The time for the boya' school is from 7 to 9 c^clodc in the momiog, 
and from G to 8 in the evening. ' 

The time for the girle' school is from 9 to 1 1 o'clock in the morning. ' 
Offing to the small number of girls, the Uatron has usually ^owed 
them sufficient time to/earn their Wone, and I hare heard their recita- 
tions in the room appropriated for their nse. 

On their arrival here, the inmates do not usually apply themselves to 
their books very studiously ; but after having been under the kind 
infloencee that are brought to bear upon them in the Institution, they 
become very diligent, and, in a majcmty of cases, manifest an ardent de- 
sire to obtain a good education. 

The natural abihdea of the inmates are. in a majority of hiBtancee, 
fully eqnd to those of children of their own t^, in common schoois; 
but owing to extreme neglect, their acquirements are limited. 

It win be seen by referenoe to the statiatica of the school, that the 
course of instrnction is very much thti same u that punued by ati)d«Bt8 
in district schools, with this exception ; that more direct reference ia had 
to the cultivation of their moral sentiments.

Sfb uittHiaK a Houte ttf CorrediiM/vr JmeaiU Ofinden,appmtd 
Ji'ei. 10, 1865, Of amandtd by An Act to amej^ certain tecttom 
thereof, approved Feb. 10, 1867. 

Sbction 1. The People of tke StaU of Michigan enod, That 
there Bhall be eatabliehed in this State an imtitution under the Dame 
ud stjie of the " Houw of Correction for Javenile OffenderB," and 
that the aum of tneoty-five thoutand dollan be and the esme is hereby 
appropriated from the general fund, for prepariog the grounds, for the 
erection of suitable buildings and fixtures therefor: Provided, how- 
ever. That it shall not be lawful for the Board of CoDtrol hereinafter 
created, to draw upon the sum hereby appropriated, an amount ex- 
ceding twenty-five thousand dollars in any one year. 

Sic. 2. The general supervision and government of said House of 
Correction, shall be vested in a Board of Control, to consist of three 
' members, vrho shall be appointed by the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, the members of which Board shall 
hold their offices for the respective terms of two, four and six years, 
from the first of March, 1657, and until their successors shall be ap- 
pointed and quahfied, said respective terms of ofSce to be des^j^ated in 
their several appointments ; and thereafter there shall be one of said 
Board appointed every two yean, whose term of oQlce shall continue 
for six year^ or until his successor is appointed and qualified. The mem- 
bers of said Board of Control shall constitute a body corporate, under 
thename and style of tbe "Board of Control of the House of Oorrec- 
tion for JuTenile Ofienders," with tbe right of suing and being sued, of 
making and using a common seal, and of altering it at pleasure. 

Sec. 3. Tbe said Boan} are hereby empowered to select and estab- 
lish, nith all convenient dispatch, a site for the House of Correction, 
and for that purpose they are also hereby authorized to receive propo 
sals for the donation of lands, money, or of building materials, for the 
jocation and erection of such House of Correction, in behalf of the 
Slate, and for tbe benefit of said Institution : Provided, That good and 
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■affident titles to any luidi thiu gruted, and ^ecuritleB for the pftyment 
of the money and delivery of the m&teriaU thus donated, Bhall be- 
ohUined by said Board before any such aite fihall be fully establUbod. 

Sec. i. The said Board hariog MtabliEhed a aile for Baid Institution, 
shall immediately depoeite a certiScate of their determinatioD, together 
with bU ooDveyRBcan of lirnds j^anted- and eecarities for moneys or 
materials dooated, in the office of the Auditor Oeneral. They eball 
also prepare and adopt a plan for the grounds, buildings and fixtures 
necessary for such lastitulioD, of such form, dimenajoDS, style and finish, 
as when completed, to come within (he cost and limit of the sum here- 
inbefore appropriated. 

Seo. 5. The Board of Control having secured a site, and adopted a 
plan for the ground and buildings, which shall contain at least twenty 
acres, sbaU forthwith proceed to advertise for proposals for the erection 
and furnishing of such part of the buildings, in accordance with their 
plan, as may be necessary to put the said Institution in readiness, at an 
early period, for the reception, confinement and discipline of youthful 
offenders; and upon the reception of bucU proposals, they may, in (heir 
discretion, make contracts with such bidders as shall make proposala 
best conducive to the tntereeti of the State, taking into consideration 
the price, time and performance, and the responsibility of the contractor, 
with such sureties as he may offer; which contract^ when duly^execa- 
ted, shall also be deposited in the office of the Auditor Gensral. 

Sec. 6. Said Board of Control shall make out and deliver to the 
Secretary of State, on or before the first day of January in each year 
hereafter, a detailed statement of their operations, and of alt eipanditures 
made by them in behalf of said Institution. The traveling and other 
actual expenses necessarily incurred by the members of said Board, as 
such, and in the discharge of the duties, may be retained by them oat 
of appropriations for said Institution, subject to the determination of 
the Board of State Auditors, settling the proper amount upon an account 
stated. 

Sic. 7. It shall be the duty of the members of the Board of Con- 
trol to meet annually at the House of Correction, on the third Wed- 
nesday of November of each year, and at said annual meeting they 
ahall elect of their own body, a chairman, treasurer and clerk, who shalt 
hold their offices for one year, and until their succeeeors shall be elec- 
ted and qualified.

ID flv«i7 tbraa montbi, on their own adjoummeiit, end ofUner if the; 
shall daem it adviaable, at which meetiDgs Ihey ehttl) prepare and care- 
fbllf digest and mabire a system of gofernineDt for said Hou«e of Cor- 
rection f<» juvenile o^nders, embracing all such ralee, regulations aod 
geoeral laws, as may be deemed necessar; for preserving order, for en-

Sbc. 9. For the purpose of maturing said system of government 
Md discipline, it shall be competent for said Board to authorize one of 
their number to visit some similar institution, to acquire an insight into 
the principles sud practical working of the model system thus selected, 
for the informalJon and benefit of laid Board; the eapenses sctnally 
and necessarily incurred in any such visit and investigatioQ to be 
charged against the appropriation bereiabefore made. 

Sko. 10. From and after the time that said Institution shall be pre- 
pared for the recepUon of ofianders, every person under the age of 
sixteen years, who shall be convicted of a prison offence, except in caae 
of ofiencee pnnishable by law by imprisonment for Ufe, shall be sen- 
t«nced to the House of Correction for Juvenile Offenders, until they 
shall be twenty-one years of age; and it shall be the duty of all courts 
and magistrates, HeuteiidDg ogenders to said House of Correction, to 
certify to the keeper of the said House of Correction, tbe age of the 
person bo committed, as nearly as can be ascertained by testimony ta- 
ken under oath before such court or magistrate, or in such other man- 
ner as tbe court or magistrate shall direct; and no person sball be de- 
tained in custody in said Institution, after they shall have become 
twenty-one years of age.

prored, such Police or JuRtioes' Courts are hereby aathwiaed to pass 
sentonce as in other ewes provided by law, 

Sxa 18. It shall be lawful for the Board of Control, whenever in 
their discretion they may deem any of the offenders imprisoned in the 
aaid InstitaUon to have been ao ht reformed as to jastify hia or her 
discharge, to liberate such offender, or to bind him, her, or them, by w- 
tides of indenture, for that purpose to be entered into, to any auili^ 
person who will engage to inttmct such offender in some proper ait or 
trade, Aocording to the terms of said articles of indenture. 

Sxo. 14. The sud Board of CiwU<d shall locate the aaid House of 
Correction for Juvenile Ofienders, at or near Laa«ng, in the ooon^ of 
Ingham: Provided, That a suitable piece of land, oi not less than 
twen^ acres, shall be donated for that purpose, free of all charge to the 
State. 
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Sec 3. The' Auditor Oeneral is hereby authorized and required to 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer for such sums as the Board of 
Control of said House of Correction shall from time to time direct: 
such sums GO drawn at any one time shall not ezc^d one thousand dol- 
lars, and no further sums shall be driiwn until satisfactory vouchers are 
presented to and allowed by the Board of State Auditors for the 
amount previously drawn. 

Seo. 3. There ia hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, so much as shall be sufficient 
to pay all outstanding indebtedness now existing against said Board of 
Control by reason of building and furnishing said House of Correction, 
not exceeding seven thousand dollars, said indebtedness being first au- 
dited and allowed by the Board of State Auditors.

Of the organization of the Board of Control, tie Annual and other 
Meetings, ita offictre, the mode of tktir appointment, the tenure of 
their offices, and duties.

Of the organization of the Board, of its Annual and other MetHngt, 
iti officers and the teitwe of office. 

Sxo. !■ Two memberB shall be necessary to form a quomm of tbi 
Board of Control for the traoBactioD of busioeaB. In cases where a 
leea nnmber shall be in attendance, the meeting may be adjourned for 
the porpoee of procuring the attendance of a aufficient number to form 
a quomm. 

Skc. 2. The Annual Meeting of the Board Bhall be held at th« 
House of Correction, on the third Wedneadaj of November, at uiM 
o'clock in the forenoon. 

Sio. S. The Board shall also meet once in three montha on their owft 
adjonmment, and as much oftener as a majority of the Board shall deenl 
advisable. 

Sic. 4. Special meetings of the Board may be called hj the Chair- 
man. 

Skc. S. The Officers of the Board of Control shall be a Cluurmaii, 
Clerk and Treasurer, who shall be severallj elected at the Annual 
Heeting of the Board, and shall hold their ofSces for one year, and 
until others shall have been elected and qualified.

Skc. 18. He shall keep a book in which all moneys which may eome 
isto his hands shall be debited, and in which shall be credited all mcneys 
which shall have been properly disbursed by him, which book shall, at 
all reasonable times, be open to the inspection of the members of the 
Board. 

Sto. 13. He shall ezecnte, when required by the Board, his boitd,

There shall be established seven grades of lie inmates of the 
Institution, viz. : Numbeis 6, 5, 4, 3,2, 1, and Class of Honor. Offend- 
ers, on entering tjie Institution, shall be put in the lonest gnde, number 
6 ; and every month, if their moral deportment, and their general dili- 
gence in conforming to the discipline of the House, will justify, they 
may be advanced to the next higher grade, until they reach the Class 
of Honor, in which they shall remain three months; at,the expiration 
of which time they may be reported to tbe Board as candidates for 
apprenticeship, or dismission. 

6ec. 3. For disorderly conduct, or breach of rules, Offenders may 
be d^^aded by the Superinteudent to any lower class, ai he may think 
proper. 

CHAPTER V. 
Of PuHithments for Mitconduct. 

Sec. I- If any Offender shall neglect or refuse to obey the orders of 
the Snperintfflident, Assistant Superintendent, or other officer having 
cha^e of him, or shall neglect or refuse to perform the labor assigned 
to him, or shall strike or resist an officer, or shall willfully or by gross 
carelessness injure any of the property of tbe InstitutioD, or shall strike 
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or otherwise' abuM a foQow-oflbiular, or shall ht guilty of using any 
indecent oc profane langiiage, or »hti\ attempt to woape/oraliall knoir. 
ingly be guilty of any other breach of the rale* of the Institution, or of 
good order, he shall be punished, either by the offioer having him in 
ciist^ at the time the ofieQce is committed, or by tha Superindent, 
or under his direction . 

' Sio. 2, In cases of comtHnation among the OSenders to rasist the 
authority of the officers, and in other fi^rant cases, punishment should 
be promptly administered . Id ( ther cssee, great for bearanoe and caudon 
should be observed ; but some punishment should follow the commission 
of every oSence of a serious character. 

8ec. 3. With ifegaid to minor offences and indiscrrtions, gentle and 
a&ctionate iustractioQ and reproof should be reaort«d to. « 

Sao. 4. In all cases care should be taken to impress the Offenders 
with the conviction that the object in adminiatenng punisbment is to 
proaote their welfare, indiTidoally, aod the goo4 of the Institution, 
ud at the same time to coavinee them that discipline and good order 
will be maintained at all hazards. 

Sac. 5. For the first o&ence, the punisbment should be as light as 
Che ends to be attained by it will alloi^. In cases of a repetition of the 
ofieoce, or of oft-repeated traosgresaioQ, the punishment should be in- 
weased in severity. 

Sec. 6. PunisbraeDts ma; be inflicted by solitary confluement for a 
lioiited period — b; a hke ooDfioemeot with a diet of bread and water — 
by deprivadoD of amusement, some favorite article of food, some privi- 
leges or indulgence — by the imposition of some onerous or irksome 
duty — and lastly, when necessary, by corporeal infliction. 

CHAPTER VI. 
iVowiwons of a Gtneral Nature. 
Sxc. 1. No spirituous liquer or iutoiicatiog drink shall be brought 
into the House of Correction, without permission from the Superioten- 
dent. 
Sec. 2. No tobacco shall be furnished to the offenders. 
Sec. 3. Sporta and innocent amusements may. be freely allowed 
among the offenders, but no species of gaming, either for amawment or 
otherwise, shall be permitted at the House of Corr«otion. 
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8bc. 4. Each <deiider, on beJDg diB^Mi;ged from the Uouw of Con 
reotion,' ■hall be fimblied inUi a BiUe or TealaaieiU. 

Sec. 5. Sa vidton ahall be aUowftd to hold say conmunicatioa milk 
the ofieodei^ or to addnas theto, without permisgkm from the Superin- 
tendent. 

Sec. 6. No offender shall be permitted to receive money or preaenU 
from any p«iBou whomsoever, except such at may be given as rewards 
for good bebanor, by order of the Bosrd of Ooottol. 

Sec. 7. The offenders tktil be constantly employed in labor daring 
evuy day of the week, except upon the Sabbath, and daring the hsurt 
devoted to instruction and recreation. 

Sko. 8. They shall, as fiv as practicable, be to employed as to acquire 
a competent knowledge of some useful brsnoh of indasCry. 

8kc> 9. The time for riung, for Echool, for refreshment, for recrtft- 
tioD, and for sleep, among the sevsr^ months of the year, shalj be as 
staled in the annexed table.

ANNUAL REPORT of the Board of Tniateea «f 
the Michigan A87luni for the Deaf and DuoA 
and the Blind. 

To Su ExcelUncy, the Qovtmor of Ike Slate of Michigan: 

The BoMd of Tinitew of the UiobigsD Asjlom ft» th« Dutf Mat 
Domb and the Blind, would respectfully aubmit to your EicdJeniy 
thsfoUfwing Report for the yew cloBing on thafint day (^January, A. D. 
16S8. The Legislature at its last Session appropriated, for the varima 
otgects mentioDed in the act of appropriatioB, for the use of the Asytam, 
the ram of thirty-seveD thousand fire hundred dollarsfbi the year J8S2, 
and the like further sum for the year 1858, under which there has be^ 
paid out and expended, by James B. Walker, Acting Commivioner, as 
\tj his statement herewith submitted and marked '■Schedule A," and 
charged to the Asylum Fund, the sum of thirty-four thousasd eevn 
hundred and forty-four dollare and ninety-two cents, and, as w^l a^tpear 
&Dm said Schedule, there has been paid by the State Treaaurer froa 
that Fand, opon warrants drawn by thv Auditor Qenerai, the sum of 
Ihir^-two tbouaand eight hundred and fifteen dollars and eighty-sevn 
Mntflj leaving the sum of one thousand nine hundred and ttreDty-nina 
dtdlan and five eents due t^ Acting Ct^misNoner for la&afiy by hifla 
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aclusUj adraaced, and for whicE vouchers have bj him beaa filed intb« 
Auditor QeDeral's Office. 

There baa alto been expended for gidAy«u 1857, and charged U> 
the Oenerol Fund, the sum of onatboijaiind and twenty-five dollwBand 
thirtj-thre« cents; which sum b 4 been paid by the Acting Commisaioaw 
and vouobera filed in tbe Auditor Oeueral'a Office, while the Bum of 
uven hundred and seventy one dollais and fifly-three cents only bat 
been received from the State Treasurer, leaving a balance due the 
Acting Commissioner from this Fund, for advances, tbe sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty-threa doUftrs and (jight^ canl^.* 

There is also due to other individuals, including the Principal of tbe 
School, teachers, contractors, laborers, &c., the sum of about five thou- 
sand four hundred dollars. The Board would here remark, that by 
the construction of tbe Auditor General, put upon said act of appio- 
pri&tioD, tbe sum of $1,624 13 was by bim deducted from tbe amount 
to be drawn for the year 18G7, and charged to tbe asylum account for 
fUnowU overdrawn in previous yesn. And that if the amount appnt- 
piatod for tbe year 18S7 had bwu fully rooived by the Acting Oom- 
missioner, there would still be an outstanding indebtadnees of nearly 
three thousand doUats; which indebtedness has arisen in consequence 
of a change in the original plan of tbe foundation of the main ediSee. 
For Qm reaacn of this change, tbe Board would nfet to the atatemeit 
ot the Acting Oommissioner, marked " Scbedule B," and would site 
Mfer to tbe same schedule, for tbe progresa made in the oonetnictioQ of 
«id edifice. 

The Board are well aware of the financial difficulties nnder whid) 
idmoet evaiy State in the Union is now laboring, and from which Mich- 
tgan is by no means eiempt, and in consequence of which tbe balasca 
■till dne the Asylum for tbe year 1867 bai not been paid. They hare 
liao before tbem tbe State Treamirei's Report, in which he says he sblU 
decline all further paymoDla on appropriatjons, unUl {Hnvision is mads 
to meet the same. Still, as tbe Acting Oommitaioner has in good fiuth, 
and with Ae expectation that tbe ai^ropriatioDR would be prompt^ 
paid, entered into contracts for labor and material, which in part have 
been ihraiihed and perfbrmed, jostiee wonld demand thu all saeh 
oontntcta heretofore made, should be fiilfilled. And tbe Board would

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fbither add, that the feelings of common bumanit^ ironld, if pombte, 
prevent that unfortunate clua, including the deaf and damb and the 
blind, &om being compelfad to leave the InttitutioD far Vant of meani 
to snstain them. We would therefore respectfully ask that your Excel- 
lency urge upon the Legislature about to aseemble, the necessity of 
ad<^itiDSGnch measures as will relieve tbialoatitution from its present 
embarrassment, end make sure the support of those now in the Institu- 
tioD, and the ealai^es of the Principal and Teachers. 

The Board would also urge the necessity of msbing available duiing 
the year 1858, the amount withheld by the Auditor General, and the 
whole of the appropriation due the Asylum for said year. And fix 
the purpose of showing the flourishing condition of the InstitulJOD, and 
the great want and need of the speedy completion of the main edifice, 
would herewith transmit a repOTt^made to the Board by B. M. Fay, 
the Prindpal of sud Institution, marked ''Schedule C," as a part of 
this Report. All of which is respectfully submitted.

7b the Trtattet of the Michigan Atylwa for lk4 Education of the 
Dti^ and Dumb and the Blind: 

GiNTUcuKir : During the yeu elapwd ainca my last Report, out 
Inatitntion hu been blened to an unusu&I degree with healtU and pioi- 
peri^. Except a faw cases of iUneaa in the early part of last wintw, 
ve have been almost entirely exempt from sickness. 

Some of oar pupils have made rapid prt^rass in the acqusiljon of 
knowledge, and all, consideriag the difficultiea ineideat to their unfor- 
tanate condition, show a marked improvement 

The whole mtmber of pupiEa whiah have been under instroction UDoa 
the opeaing of the Tnstitatioii in 1861, is one hundred and thirteen — 
MTenty-uz Deaf and Dumb and thirty-seven Blind. The whole nam- 
ber in attendance aince our last Report is one hundred — aixty-seven 
Deaf and Dumb and thirty-three Blind. We bare not, however^ had 
this number in the Asylum together at any one time. The number in 
Rttendanoe the preeeut term, which commenced in October last, is 
ninety — sixtj-two Deaf and Dumb and twenty-eight Blind. Several 
of our pnpils who reside at remote distances from the Asylum and 
went home to spend the vacation, have not yet returned; not having 
die means, In theee times of financial embarrassment, for clothing and 
traveling expenses. Others, it is suppoetid, for the same reason, tot 
whom application bad been made previous to the oommencemeBt *t 
the present term, have not yet been seat to the Asylnm. The wfa(^ 
Dumber of peteons now occupying the Asylum bDildiogs, indudii^ 
family of Principal, teachers and servants, is one hundred and one, and 
some of pur apartments are very much crowded. Previoiis to tiie 
opening of the present sewion, the large room designed for our Chapel 
services was converted into a dwmitory and filled with beds. OoBse- 
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qantlj, at great iifcoDvenieiioe, wa Ata obligad to crowd the pupils into 
ono of the school rooms, eighteen feet square, for moraiog and eVeiiing 
worahip, and for Sabbnth exercises. The sleeping apartment* are far 
too full for the comfort aod health of the ocoapants. In the dining 
room e?erj foot of ipacs is occupied. AU the rooms used for cooking, 
wasbieg, irooiag, &c^ are so crowded as eiceediogly to embarrasa 
domestic operations. In one room, about ttreuty feet equate and eight 
high is performed all the baking and ironing for 101 persons; and the 
same room » used for a nash-room. In ibis crowded condition with 
oni present number, what are we to do with the additional sumbere 
who will applj for admission at the commencenwnt of the next term 
in October, I85B, and in the succeeding October, 1869 F The main 
building, which has been in procees of construction the past season, 
cannot, with the greatest possible despatch, be completed before Octo- 
ber, 1869. It is exceedingly desirable that some pait of it at least 
ibould be ready to be occupied at that time, and that no possible failure 
shotdd prevenL The parents of the Deaf and Dumb aud the Blind had 
their expectations highly raised, and their hearts ftlled with joy and 
gratitude, by the noble and liberal appropriation of the last Legislature ; 
hut they will be sadly disappointed, and so will every other humane 
and benevolent citizen, if by any contingency the sum appropriated 
should not be made available so as to provide accommodations for these 
diildren of misfortune at the earliest period practicable. 

There are other weighty reasons why there should be no delay in 
the oonstruotioD of the main edifice. We have not at present, and 
cannot have till we occupy the new building, any accommodations for 
leaching trades to our boys by which they will be able to procure a^ 
livelihood after they have left the Asylum. This is all important, both 
to the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind. Itisanessentialpaitof their edu- 
cation Mid adopted, as such, in all similar institutions in other Stales, 
lluch the larger proportion of our pupils are from families in moderate 
drcninstaaces pecuDiarily, and will be dependent on themselves for 
support after they have finished their course of instruction at the 
Asylum. If they do not acquire some trade or handicraft here, they 
will not, a« a general thing, ever acquire them at all ; and conaequently, 
their maintenance will cootinne to be, in some fwrn, a burden to tha 
State. We have felt, ever since the opening of the lustitution, 
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and still beenl; feel the want of shops for teaching the Deaf and 
Dnmb Bhoemakiog, cabinet-makiDg, tailoriog, &a., and for teaching the 
Blind to manufacture brushes, brooms, baskets, Ac It is proposed to 
Dse the basement rooms of the present building for this purpose just as 
soon as we can get possession of the main edifice. Unless progress 
on the building, which is necessarily suspended during the winter, 
is rssnmed early in the Spring, and 70UT original design of erecting the 
remaining portion of the waiU and putting on the roof before another 
winter, shaU be aocomplisbed, the walls already laid — nearly one-half 
the whole height — will suffer, from the storms and frosts of two win- 
ters, great deterioration. It is an essential matter of economy, there- 
fore, in order to protect what has been already done, that the remaining 
portion be constructed during the next season. But I doubt not that 
yon, gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, are well aware of the necessity 
of carrying forward the work, which has been so anspicionsly begun 
and successfully prosecuted thus far, to as speedy a termination as

The undenigned having been appointed "Actiog CommiBsioner," 
voold nepectfblly report : That npon commencing the erection of the 
main buildiog for eaid Asjfum, it wu deemed advisable h> viut Uie 
New York Iiutitiilion for the Deaf and Damb, which had been re- 
cently finished, upon a plan eimilar to the one upon which oars was to 
be erected. 

Upon visiting Baid Institution, it was found that a basement was fin- 
ished under the whole 'building, which was so used and occupied u to 
render it an indispensable part of the building; ae without it there 
would be no [dace for bath rooms, washing ir^oras, ironing and drying 
rooms, store rooms, &c. ; and that for many other purposes, room could 
be procured in that way at much less expense than in any other way. 

It was therefore decided bo to change the ori^nal plan, as to put a 
basement under the whole building. 

It was also found to be ueeessary to increase the thickoess of that 
portitm of the outside walls, in which were to be constructed heating 
and veutillating flues. 

These changes in the original plan, although increasing the expense 
nearly three thousand dollars, were deemed entirely indispensable in 
order to have the building, when completed, answer fully the purpose 
for which v. was intended. 

Excavations were commenced as early as practicable in the spring 
and the work pushed forward with dl possible dispatch, although mud) 
delayed by the very unfavorable weather of a large portion of the sea- 
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WD, antn Ui« walls u« »ll curied to a level with the second Btoi7 floor, 
and all the joists put in for the basement, fint and second stories, and 
&0 window and oulside door frames for tho baaement and first story. 

Tlie walla have been carried to an average higbt of twenly-eight feet 
above the foandation^ and are as well covered and saenred for the win- 
ter as it is poasiUe for them to be without a roo^ and all the work has 
bees carried fully to the point anticipated in the commencement, al- 
though the latter portion of it has been done at great inconvenience to, 
and personal sacrifice by the "Acting Commissioner" and some of the 
contractors and laborers, for want of funds, as may readily be seen by 
reference to the statement of receipts and ezpenditures hereto annexed, 
and marked "Schedule A."

The la^ increase in the number of coavicU has rendered an in- 
oreasQ of beda and bedding, an d other furniture, neo8«ar7, and contribu- 
ted to Birell the aggregate expenaefl of the Prison. 

The panic and levulsioa has been very aevure daring tbe last four 
montha, checked and greatly laaaened sales, end collections, and pro- 
duced ft general stagnation of busineas, and almost paralyzed miof 
dassee of buHnese. 

The business <^ tbe cootraotors has been so much affected by the 
general embarraeuneatg and.etagu&tion, that it has been Terydiffiooh, ^ 
and perhaps^ imposaiUe, for some of lixom to meat pnunptly tiieir en- 
gagements wilb the State. Their defaults have embarrassed theAgent. 
and the ffnancial operations of the Prisdn, as stated by tbe Agent in im 
r^Mtt. 

In view of the large amounts due to the Prison, the lospeotors Koom- 
mend that the Legislature pass an act giving the Agent a lien upon ail 
tbe machinery, tools and stock of the contractors, which are tw aif 
hersaAer be within the workshope and Prison yard, for- all monies 
due and to become due for convict labor — and authoriw him to det^ 
the prqwrty, until iJl such debts shall be paid. Such a law would add 
greatly to tbe aeconty of the State, and liave a salutary iofiuenee upon 
oontraetofs. Ooogresa has given the United States a preforeno^ as a 
CMditor,'over all other taeditoia, in tbe distribution of the aaets of insol- 
vent debtors. 

Tbe paat baa been an eventful j>ew, in lb« biatoiy of Priwoe. J>a- 
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ring the raonth or December lut, two officen of the MaaeachaaeUB 
SUte PrisoD were osMuiDated hj coDTicts; and in May kit, k formida- 
ble iiiBurrectioa occurred iD the New York Prison at Sing Sing. About 
■istj convicts rose in rebellion in the day-time sod eaeaped from the 
Prieon; but by the addreaa, bravery and energy of the officer*, wilh ' 
come other penona, they were eoon captared and taken back to Priaon. 

Nomeroiu escapee from other State PriaoaB and county jaile haveoe- 
cnrred dnring the past year. Dnriag the year ISSfl, eleyen convicla 
escaped from the Slate Priaon of Indiana who were not re-taken, 
when the report at the end of the year was made; and during the year 
1854, no leaa than twenty esraped from tbe tame Priaon, fenrteen of 
whom were not re-taken. 

Facta like these will show the people the difflcolty and danger of 
confining ingenions and deeperats emiTictB. 

Several convicts have escaped from onr Prison doring the past year, 
all of whom hive been re-taken and raturoed to the Prison, except three; 
though the punnit and re-<Mptare of them baa been necessaiilr attend- 
ed with very considerable expense, which haa greatly swelled the mii- 
«dlaneotts expenses of the PriioD, daring the year. Beliemg that the 
pec^le will expect, and are entitled to, acoontte informatioD from the 
offloers of the Prison, in rels&n to the eaoapei^ as a part of the history 
and transactions of the Prison dnring the year, the fbllowmg statement* 
of the fccts have been careAiUy prepared, to show the circnmstancae un- 
der which the escapes occurred, and the measures and precaiitiona wladi 
have been taken to avoid them In future. 

Five life-convicts encaped from the solitary Prison, in the nigfat-ttme,, 
fn February last; dl of whom have been re-taken, except Frederick 
H^nee. They succeeded in breaking one of the east-iron window- 
framea, and thereby ejected their escape. 

The window-framee were procured by Ur. Titus, while Building 
Oommiesioner, and were cast by his direction for the sectary Priaon. 
^ey were cast only about one-fburtit of an inch thick, set in the brick 
walls, and have not proved snffiaent for the purpose. One of the con- 
victs (perhaps with the assistance of another) enooaeded in breaking one 
of those caet-iron window-frames, and soon dag out brick enough to en- 
able them to crawl out The convicts in the adjoining cells dugthrooj^ 
the paititS«» walls of brick into the cell wbem the «indo«r-fr«me wa» 
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bn^ev, and ^ five nutdo tbeir escape tbrough the breach at the win* 
dow, into the Prison ^ard and over the east wall of the Pritoo yard, 
yiiach k only from 16 to 1? feet in height 

On inveetigatiDg the matter, believing; that the guard was not auffi- 
dently vigilant, but was negligent, be was discharged by the Agent, by 
the direction of the loapectora. The following ineaeurea and precau- 
tions hare been sioce taken, to render the prison more secure: 

Ist New iron window frames have been cast, an inch in tbickoess. 

a. Tne new fhimes have been set in, and Burronnded by large blocke- 
of cut stone, so that they lie solid, and cannot be broken with any in- 
strument which a convict can procure, 

3d. The exterior walls have all been lined on the inside with two 
tiers of two inch oak plank, well spiked tether, and a layer of heavy 
platee of boiler iron put between them. 

4tlL The Inspectors have ordered the partition walls between the 
cells to be pluiked on each side with two indi oak plank, to prevent 
convicts from digging through from one cell into another, and th6 work 
has been mostly done. 

5th. The walls between the cells and the halls, have been lined on 
the inside with two inch oak plaok, covered with plates of boiler iron. 

6th, The interior cast-iron plate doors, procured by Mr. Titus, have 
been thrown aside, and wrooght-iron grated doon substituted io their 
plaoes; and the onter doors have been perforated, so Uiat ntnses made 
io the cells can be easily beard in the hall. 

Five oonvicta escaped from the uppet tier of ceRs of the old Prison, 
on Uie night of the fourth of hfarch; three of whom have been re- 
t^en, leavhig Thomas Conlan and Elijah Badjero stilt at large. They 
bored, SB««d and broke through die covering of one of the cells, and 
from thttice got through the roof. 

The upper tier of oells was bnllt by Mr. Titus, and covered by Mm, 
with two iseh pioQ plank, plates of cast iron screwed down to the plank, 
■ad a second tier of two inch oak plank put over the plates of iron, 
CTOtawisa to the flnt tier of plank, 

Snee the eaeapea oanired, the tops of the eells have been made s«- 
care, as' the Inspecton and offioeie of the Prison believe, by putting 
over them an additional covwing of oak joiite, two by six induB in siie, 
set up 01 their edges, thefDn|ldy spiked tf^jetber, and another tier of 
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two inch oak plaok put croeswise over the jcuBta, firmly epilied to 
them, and the top filled with nails to prarent the convicte from 
working through them with augurs, saws, chisaela, or any other inatni- 
meuts which they can obtaio. The coTering of plauk and timber over 
the. cells is now twelve inches thick, besides the plates of iroo, spikes 
and nails. 

Inasmuch as there are trip-hammerB, forges and fo^ hammMS, 
blacksmithing tooU, wagonmakers' and joiners' tools, grindstones and 
emery-straps, carried by steam powei^ in the shops, and an abundance 
of wood and iron within the prison walls, it will be readily perceiTed, 
that the convicts have facilities for making knives and deadly woapons, 
and making and obtaining such small instramenta as they can conceal 
in their clothes, and take to their cells, to aid them in makii^ their 
escape. There are but few kinds of labor at which oonvicls can be 
employed, without putting tools in their hands, which they may use, 
either to attack their keepers, or to aid them in an aUempt to escape. 

The walls aroand the Philadelphia Prison are said to be thirty feat 
in height, and the nails around most other Prisons, are from twenty- 
four to tvrenty-eight feet high. The north and east walls of our Prison 
yard are only from sixteen to eighteen feet in height, and the west waU 
about eighteen to nineteen feet. The yard is necessarily filled with 
boards, plank and other lumber and timber, Ibr the use of the CiHitrao- 
tors and the Building Commissioner, whioh furnish such facJities to 
convicts, that tbe most active and daring among them can occasionaUy 
find opportunities and means t« get over the walls, if they can escape 
the balls of the guards. This is clearly shown by the ezperienoe of 
past year. In fact, the walls are so low, and the faciUtiea for escaping 
over them so obvious to. despenlfl, cunning and active coiwicbs, that 
the tendency is to make Uiem restless, and to encourags oonafHracies, 
schemes, and attempts to eacape. 

Such being tha ease, the undersigned are of opinion that the walls 
of the Prison yard should be raised at least aevw feet, and made from 
twenty-four to twenty-five feet in height; and they recommend that an 
«ppropriatioa for that purpgee, be madeby tb8ii«[tIjegi8latuK,of s««en 
thousand doUats. 

William HcCt^, a coovid, eK^ied over the weat wall of the Pritaa 
.yard in the day tim^ in Uay last, wss fired at and wounded in the arm 
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nd leg', by two of tin gtiwda, pwtially diiablod, ud ratakea on ths 

Th<»DM Smith Moped over th« north wall of tha Fruon^ yard in the 
day time, the ktter part of Augiut, was flted at by one of the guardi, 
but escaped unii^Qred. He waa, however, purmied and re-taken the 
tame day. On investigating the matter, the Agent discharged the 
guard then guarding the north wa)], being of oiunion that be was inat- 
tantlTe, and not rigilant — that he should have seen, but did not see 
Smith in time to ehoot faiin. 

During the past year, a number of large knives, dirks,. and otlter ia- 
(trumenla, have been found by the keepers, which were made by the 
convicts, with the evident deaign to be used in attacking their keeper^ 
■nd in fighting their way to make their escape over the walls, or through 
Uw gate or doors trf tfae Prison. 

On the 7th of September tut, a desperate attempt to escape, was 
made by five oonviot^ to-wit: Geoi^ Hersey, John Uoonay, Benja- 
min F. Dade, Donald Harbangh and Eiekiel Bitles. Hereey and JUoon- 
ey put a long pUnk up to the north wall of the Prison yard, and dfec- 
ted their esci^ over the w^ Th^ were shot at by two of the guards, 
without e^ct. The othen attempted lo follow, and were knocked d! 
the plank by Owen Qlanoy, a convict Dade, Harbangh and Bales, were 
sU prevented from getting over the wall, by the timely interference of 
said GJancy, and the officers and emph^ees (^ the Prison. A' seven 
fght enaoed, in which the insurgents were finally overcome and secured. 
Dade wu armed with a hatchet, renewed the fight twice, fought des- 
perately, and was not overcome until his head was badly braised, and 
one of hie arms broken. Heisey and Mooney were re-taken the same 
day. 

On investigating the matter, we find that aeverd other coDvicle were 
mncb excited and attempted to leave their shop and join the conspiis- 
tors, but were prevented by the timely interference sad efficient aid of 
Messrs. Piuney, Baker and Dnrfee, employees in the shops, and by 
John Waterman and Willis 8perry, who were convicts. Owen Glan- 
ds waa pardoned by the Governor soon aftemards for bis services en 
the occasion, and Waterman has since ' been pardoned. Believing that 
the servicee o{ Sperry on that oocnsion, were also^ very valuable to the 
State; that they tended lo sow distrust among the conspiraton, and die- 
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courage them, h8 well aa to thvart their efforts bj' tbre&ts and physi- 
cal force, and that Buch serviceH and fidelity to the State, ahoold be n- 
membered and rewarded, the Inspector and offlcere of the Priaon ha»e 
jpiDed in a recommeadatioa to the Goveroor to pardon him also. 

The following resolutions were adopted by the Board of Inspecton 
at their meeting on the 10th of September: 

laL Sesohed, That the thanksof the Board of Impectors, andthrongh 
them of the State of Michigan, are hereby presented to Mowia. Waldo, 
Bingham, Corwin and Elliot, officers of the State Prisoa, and to Messrs. 
Owen, Pioney, and Balier who are employed in the Prison, ae a recog- 
nition of the Talue of their services, courage and energy, during the re- 
cent insurrection, and attempt on the Vth instant, of convicts IMe, 
Her^ey, Bates, Harbaugh and Mooney, to make their escape — and the 
efficiency of said Waldo, Bingham and others, in preveatiogthe esei^ 
of said convicts — and the clerk is hereby directed to give each of said 
gentlemen a certified copy of this resolution. 

Sd. Resolved, That the Agent of tb& Prison be and is hereby directed 
to pay Messrs. CJements and Burns, guards of the Prison, thft sum of 
five dollars each, as a recognition of the value of their services, and 
Bs a reward for their energy and efficiency in putting balls through the 
aim and leg of McCoy, a convict, while he was making his escape, in 
May lait — whereby he was disabled and by reason thereof was re-taken 
and retomed to the Prison, by s Mr. Chase, to whom the Agont is au- 
thorized to pay a reward often doliats for his services. 

3d. Resolved, That the Agent is hereby authorized to pay Martin A. 
Heim and Patrick Tiemey, five dollars each, as s reward for arresting 
and returning to the Prison, one Mooney, a convict, who escaped on the 
f th instant. 

4th. Resolved, That the Agent be and he is hereby authorized to pay 
Messrs. Foster, Calvin T. Beebe, Bush and Chase, the sum of ten d(d- 
lan each, for pursuing, arresting, and returning to the Prison, about 
ten days since, one Smith, a convict who had made his escape. 

The Sohtary Prison proving insecure, it was deemed unsafe to confine 
convicts in it, and put tools into their himds to work with, which might 
be used as instrumeDta to e%ct their escape. Hence the most of tba 
life convicts did not earn much for severs! months, and until the Prison 
was repaired, improved, and made mach stronger, at is bereiub^we 
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■tatsd. In fact, the people need not expect that the produotise earn- 
iugs of oonvida in BolitAi; confinement will ever Mnotiut to vuy mveh; 
but ma; eipect to auppoit them mo^y hy t&satioo. 

The Female Priaon, we have reaeon to believe, has been generally 
well mani^d. The Prison has been kept cleaulj and neat; the con- 
victa have been generaJl; quiet, submusive, and reasonably industrious; 
and their labor has been as productive to the State, aa could reasonahty 
he expected under Uie circumstances. For more full infonnatioD, 
reference may be had to the Report of the Matron, hereto appended. 

We fully concur with the Matron in opinion, tJiat the Female Prison 
is too small, and that it will be necessary to enlarge it very hood. Thia 
can be done by building an addition to the north end of it, extending 
the hall through the additbo, building cells on each aide of it, ai)on 
and below; thereby merely extendiDg the building, without changing 
the phm of iL 

The Chaplain's Report, hereto appended, shows the iot^lectual and 
ttKxal condition of the coavicte, and the eSbrts made to improve them. 
The facte hereiubefbre stated, and the Beport of the Deputy, of the 
pnnidimenta inflicted during tha year, will also aSbrd some iafbimatioB 
in relation to the character of a portion of them. 

Without mtending to assert that the doctrine of total depravity ap- 
fdiea toall convicts, we do afBtm the belief that it strictly appliee to a 
large proportion of them. While we have reason to believe that some 
few will have their mi»al sennUlitiea qniobened, th«r consciences no- 
dered more active, and their mon^, ral^ious, and other useful knowladga 
bcreased, and will leave the Prison perfectly reformed — a large ma- 
jority of them will have the violence of their passions moderated, their 
liewe of vice and crime changed, and their habits and morals improved 
hj their confinement, and Uie diadpline to which they are subject in the 
Prison, and that they will go out of it much better men. 

But many of them will leave the Prison without any moral sense or 
owBcimice, which will have the least tend^icy to reetnun them from the 
oonamisuon of crime in future ; though their experience in priscm, that 
the way of the traosgrnsor is hard, will have a tendency to make them 
at least more timid and cautious, and operate aa a powerful iuteUeotual 
restraint, to deter them from the fnture commission of crimes and of- 
ftnces.

Jus rtated by Um Obtplain, so inereau of the library it nadi needed. 
The present eutite aUowa the Inqiectors to sppropriete only 9100 per 
j«u for the purdiBM of book*. This wu a ressonable tarn for bookt 
at the time the statute was pMsed, ten years since, when the conricta 
aumbered only about 120 peraou — but it ii a sam entirely insufficient 
for over 400 penoDB. We are of opinion that from t2A0 to $300 
■hoold be appropriated unually for booki for the cooTicta, and that 
nich an appropriation would tend to promote the best ioteraat of the 
Prison Bod of the State. 

Books of a proper character will not only increase tbe useful knowl- 
fldge of the convieta, but they will also so ooeupy the rainde of many of 
them, B8 to render them more quiet, contented, uid submissive to an- 
thcMi^, and prevent them from brooding over plan^ schemes and con- 
^nradee to effect their esoapa. We therefore reoommend such a diange 
of the statute, as to autboriM the Inspectors to appropriate $300 anon- 
aUf for sneh purposes. 

The Report of the Depnty, hereto appended, shows the character and 
Tirie^ of punishments in use at tbe Prison, and the number of each 
data inflicted daring the past year. Though two hundred and twenty 
four (824) paoishments bare been inflicted during the year, as appeara 
by the report of the Deputy, yet a mach Iws number of convicts have 
been punished — as some of them have been panishod twice, aud oLhets 
three or more timeet The facte heretofore stated will show the necee- 
ai^ of sevMe punishmeDts in many instsnces, as well as of great vigi- 
lance. Tbe principal mutineers who participated in the insurra^on of 
September 7th, wore whipped severely. In fact, it is a general rule to 
punish severely all convicts (when re-taken) n ho have escaped from tbft 
Priaoii. 

The Board have reason to believe that punishments have been inflicted 
firmly, but judiciously and properly, and with a*proper degree of 
humanity, and by no means with too great severity. They believe that 
the statute passed at the last sesiioa of tbe Legislatnre, to en- 
courage convicts to submit to tbe mlee of the Prison, and to con- 
duct themselves properly, by authorizing a small reduction in the teriD 
of service of those who do so condudi themselves, has had a favorable 
influence upon a large m^rity of the oonvicts, but tbink it has had no 
e£foct whatever apon a large number of Uiem. 
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( For the viam of the Board more in delul upon the aubJAct of du- 
dpliDe,refereDC«raay behad totheirreport ofDecember, 1666, upon 
psgos 16 aod 17, as printed.) 

Th« rules of the Prison have been revised, clasufied, re-amuiged, coi- 
rected, many defldeDciee supplied, many new roles added, and the 
whole republiahed during the past year, a copy of whieh is hereto ap- 
pended, as a put of this report 

An attempt has been made by the Inspectore not merely to preecrihe 
the geneial powers aod duties of the ofScen of the Prisou, and the em- 
ployees therein, but to point out, as far as practicnble, the rnodes in 
which they riiould discharge their duties, and conduct themselves to- 
wards eaoh other, and towards the oonTicts; and the maauer in which 
tiiey should act in certain casea, and under certain ezigenciee. The 
rules adopted are designed to be suggestive; to contain a clear and me- 
thodical code of instruction for inexperienced officers; and to suggtetto 
their minds, in general terms, a proper mode of action, in many exigen- 
cies wliicb will be likely to happen. They will save the Agent and 
Deputy the necessity of much instruction in detail to subordinate offi- 
<er8 — give them more accurate instruction than they would be likely to 
obtain frum the Agent, in most cases ; and it is hoped, may tend to im- 
prove the general management, order and discipline of the Prisoo. In 
the revision, the lospeclors hare been aided by the advice and sugges- 
tions of the Agent, Clerk, Deputy, and Btiilding Commissioner; as well 
as by the rules of other Prisons, from which they have borrowed many 
valuable provisions. 

The undersigned again respectfully^ recommend to the consideration 
of the Legialatore, the expediency of taking measures to repeal secticm 
three of Article 18 of the Constitution, which purports to prohibit 
instruction being given to convicts in certain mechanioal trades. For 
theirreosonsinsupport of this recommendation they respectfully refer to 
their Annua] Report of December, 18 SS, pages 12 to 14, as printed.) 

The Report of Ur. Seaton, the Building Commissioner, hereto at- 
tached, shows in a very dear, concise and methodical manner, the opera- 
tbns of the building d^iartment during the past year. He shows that 
he has drawn, and expended the balance of the appropriation of 1856^ 
amounting to $4,209 TO, and has drawn $19,000 of the appropriatiOD 
of January, 18fi7, leaving tlS.OOO of the latter appropriation, not 
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dntwD atthedateof this report; whk^ iibeK«r«d to be Btifficlent to 
complete llie buildings and improremonta oontempUted ia the act of 
appropriation. He has got tbeeast »iDg orth« prison eoclofled, built 
the vorksbops conteiaplated in tbe act of appropriation; and under tbo 
direction of tbe Board of Inspectors bss built an additioDsl sbop, 145 
feet in lengtb, 42 wide, and two stories bigb, which was necesearj' to 
accommodate tbe contractors who have the contract for making cabinet- 
work. 

The trip-hammer shop and engine-house, are ^nt one story big^ 
with brick walls Hiiteen inches thick. Tbe walb of the other work- 
shops are built with pilasters, those of the first story being sixteen inches 
thick, exclusive of the pilasters. Tbe walla are well gronted, strong and 
firm. Tbe roofs are well planned, framed and braced, for strong self- 
supporting roofs; and the roof timbers, and the Umbeis to support the 
floors, are of soflScient size to make Ibe buildings firm and strong, which 
win enable them to stand the influence of a steam engine and tbe run- 
ning of machinery without trembjiog. Tbe undersigned think the 
builder can point to them with fatisfaction and pride, aa remarkably 
well planned, substantial and firm buildings of their kind. If they 
should be well taken care of, we think they will Ije as firm and sub- 
stantial at the end of fifty years, as-the old work-shops were at tbe end 
of twelve or fifteen years from the time of their erection. 

The east wing of the Prison is also a substantial and noble structure; 
creditable to the builder aa well as to tbe State. The whole work has 
been done with as much economy as is coosisteDt with the best interests 
of tbe State. The east wing of the Prison is designed for four tiers of 
cellsof 80 each; makingin all 320 cells ; 40 of the cells will eoon be 
completed and ready for the reception of conricts. They are and have 
been much needed for some months past; over forty convicts, from 
necessity, having been lodged in the open hall of the west wing. This 
has been attended with great hazard, but it could not be avoided. 

Of the ITO convicte received during the year, only 9 were bom in 
this State; and 8S, or nearly one-hdfof them, were sent ftom four coun- 
ties, three of which lie on the Michigan Central, and one on the Michi- 
gan Southern Railroad, to wit;

) lees than a fourth part of the populatioB of 
the State, and yet tJiey have sent nearly as many convicta as all the 
remainiiig counties of the State. 

Since the completioD of the Ohio Railroads, and the Railroad acrosa 
Canada, connecting with our Roade, the two great Roads across onr 
State hare become thoroughfares for traveling thieves, burglars, dealers 
in counterfeit money, pickpockets and blacklegs. They come from 
Western New York, Ohio, and Canada, to Detroit and Adrian, and 
from thence cross our Peninsula to Chicago, St Louis and other towns 
on the Mic^i^sippi, and pass back and forth. They sometimes go in 
companies, wiib false keys and instruments to commit burglary, and 
send one or more of their number in advance, to get informatiiD. 
Tbey usually remain in a town but a few days, and as soon as they 
have excited the attention of the police, they are off, and pius on to 
another city or town, to commit new depredations. In do other mode 
can the vast increase of crime in this State (since the completion of the 
chain of Railroads from the Hudson to the Mississippi) be acconnted 
for. 

From 1844 to 1648, inclusive^ the number of convicts in our Prison 
ranged from 102 to 126. From 1849 to 1853, inclusive, the number 
increased from 128 to 205. During the years 1854, 1855 and 18-'i6, 
the nnmber increased from 205 to 349 — equal to 48annually, During 
the past year, including the juvenile convictj", convicted of State Prison 
offences, and sent to the House of Correction, they have increased 
about 80, and when we get another thoroughfare across the State, 
from Detroit to Milwaukee, we may expect the increase to be still more 
rapid. 

The Superintendent of the House of Correction responded (o a re- 
quest for informatioD, and kindly informed ns that the number of juven- 
ile convicts under hit charge was fifty-four — that one of them was less 
Iban 10 years old — seven of them from 17 to nearly 19 yeare of age, 
and the remaining forly-sii, between the ages of 10 and 1?. That 
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ttrelre of ifaem had lost botli pueoU; eight of them Iiad loBt iheii 
lither only, and Dine of them had lost their mother onl^. Showing 
that twenty-nine, oi more tbui half of them, had kwt either one or botibi 
parents, and Uiat tho pBraDt«<^ three otheis had separated. 

Inquiriea have been initituted to learn the nnmber of the oonricta 
confined in this PrisoD, who were left orphans when they wera under 18 
yean of age. Whole number in Prieon, Nov. 30th, 41 1. 
Nnmber who bad tost both parents while under 1 8 years of age, . 5S 

Sumber who had lost their father only, 86 

Number who had toet their mother only, — 46 

—190 

Or nearly one-half the whole, who had lost one or both parenlA when 
under IS years of age. 

What a lesson th«M facta teach. How forcibly they teach the im- 
portance of BQch an iostituticHi as the House of Correction, and the 
neoessity of having orpfaaiu looked atUr by public officers, and provided 
vith suitable homes and employment, before they become crimtaals. 

The report ot Dr. Turnidi^ the Physicisn of the Prison, hereto ap- 
pended , shows an UQU&nal amount of sickness snd mortality during the 
|iBst year:

The Typhus fever, or Typhoid intermittent fever, as the Physician 
MlUit, broke out in ihe Prison the latcer part of January, and duriog the 
months ol January and Februaiy, there were no lees than 64 cases, and 
11 cases in March. Many of the tasea were severe, and sis resulted 
in death. 

The causes are referred to in the Physician's report It is believed 
that the causes were deficient ventilati<H), and eiccasive cold weather. 
The cell ventilators were cloeed up by the former Building Commis- 
lionet, contrary to the express direction of the Bosrd of Inspected as 
stated in our last aonual repoit 

The windows of the Prisou are all suspended upon pntleys, with 
«oTda and weights, so that they can be let down from the top, as well m 
MJied from the bcAtopi, without difficulty ; wherebf the hall can be and 
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U moBt perfectly TsntiUtod, when the weather ia to mild as to Bdmit the 
windows to b« kept open eoough (or that purpoee. But it will be re- 
membered that the past wioter wae one of the moat severe ever knowD 
in thie climate — that the mercury sank from I to W degrees below ze- 
ro, evwy day for eight or ten days in succeasioo, at two or three di£^- 
tot periods during the months of December, January and Febniaiy, 
and that we had but few mild winter days for more than six successive 
weeks. 

The Hospital was not ready for the reception of convicts until about 
the middle of January, and it was necessary to keep the sick and inva- 
lids in the opeD hall, as bad been the custom ever since (he erection of 
the Prison. Hence the difficulty of ventilating the Prison by opeding 
the windows during the excessive cold weather, where the siek and in- 
valids were kept during the day, as well aa night, in the open hall. 
That difficulty was partially removed by the completion of ihe Hospi- 
tal, and the removal of the siok and inialids into it; but the deficient 
ventibtion of the cells cumot be easily remedied. No such difficulty 
had ever been manifest in the Prison before that time; and Hr. Titus 
supposed th^ if the hall itself were sufficiently ventilated, the dells 
would become so, through the grated doors. The result shows how 
great was his mistake. 

Tbe diarrhoea, with some few cases of dysentery, oommedced among 
the convicts the latter part of July, and prevailed durii^g the months of 
August and tbe fore part of September; but it did not spring from lo- 
cal causes, originatiDg or conlined to the Prison or Prison-yard. Those 
diseases prevailed more extenaively id ^le city of Jackson, and in the vi- 
cinity for miles around, and were more fotnl than they were in the 
PrtsoD. 

Though there were in the Prison 85 cases of diarrhoea in July, 207 
in Angusl, and 37 in September, and sixteen cases of dysentery during 
the same period, all of them yielded to medical treatment, and none of 
them terminated fatally. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

$9,562 78 — which i> a much laiger amount than ia uBautly owing to 
the Prison at the close of the fisca] year. 

This is mainly owing to the severe commercial revulsion through 
which the eountry has recently paasecd, adding alike, all clasaes of bnn- 
nesB mcD, and especially those who are manufacturing largely at the 
Prisoii, and depwd on the sale of the manufactured articles to make 
payment for the labor of convicts, having been disappoiated in the ready 
sale of their waree as heretofore, Ibey have been obliged to b^ the 
indolgeoce of the Prison officers until such time as business shall revive^ 
fa mraiey matters becomes more easy. 

We had no alternative but to allow them such indulgence, m endeav- 
oring to enforce collections would not have relieved our present Deoeeai- 
tiea, for it would have taken time, during which the Prison must be 
supplied with provisions, clothing, and officers, all of which demand 
prompt pay. 

We were, therefore, compelled to ask for a larger amount from the 
Treasury of the State, than was anticipated at the commencement of the 
fiscal year. 

In my last annual report^ I mentioned the fisct that the expenses of 
the Prison woald be yearly augmented in proportion to the increase of 



The average increase of convicts the past year has bean 62 8-10, ma- 
king an extra expense for their support, over that of last year, of about 
$6,000. 

All kinds ofproduce (until recently) have eommanded the highest 
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pncea known in the Stale, since 1838; tbis item Iifis added largeljr to 
OUT expenses, togetlier with the Additional number of keepers, and 
guards, demanded bj the increase of convicts, and the lack of celk in 
which to conflne them. 

There has been performed tor the Building Commissioner, on the 
bnildiiig department, 12,371 daTs labor hj convicts, whic^ at tbe 
ayenge contract price (37^ cents per day) will amount to tl,638 82, 
for which wa reoeire nothing towards defraying the expense for support 
of the Prison. 

For these reasons, the past year, contrary to our anticipations, has 
been one of unparaleUed demand on the Treasury. 

The contract of Messrs. Austin & Tomlinson, f(» making wagoni, 
sleighs, aod cwriages, went into effect, as per agreement, the first day df 
Jane lut. 

Id December last, we entered into a oonlroct with Meesn. Wbii^ 
& BoutoD, for the labor of from 25 to 40 convicta, to manaGscture boots 
and shoes, at 56 cents per day, to continue five years; that«Iio want 
into operation the 2lBt of September last. 

Since my last report, we hare also made a contract with Henry Gil- 
bert for the tabor of from 30 to SO convicts, for a term of five years, to 
be employed in the manufacture of cabinet ware, chairs and brooms, at 
40 cents per day. This oontrsct was to have commenced the fiiat day 
of October last, but in consequence of Ur. GUbert being disappointed 
in the receipt of his machinery, it has not got folly under way, but 
we expect to famish him with his full number of men soon. 

With few escep^ns, the oonvicta the past year hare been well dis- 
poeed. The prospect of a speedy pardon takes passession of the convict 
the moment he ent«rs the Prison, and nnrelaxing hope sustains him 
throughout bis incarcervtion. If it were poaaible to deprive them of 
this hope, they would lose all incentive to industry and obedience. 

That hope of a pardon, and the happy influence exerted upon the 
convicts by the passage of the law of last winter, giving them a porti<» 
of Uieir time off from their sentence, for good behavior, indaeea a faitk- 
fdl application to duty, and earnest efibrts to reform, and may really be 
considered the right arm of our discipline.* 
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Th« panishmenta Hut b«T« beta inflicted' tka pkit jeti, haT6 been 
reported to you from time to time at your repiUr miMitlily me^ngi; 
tb^ hare been of a miid cbaractei, and bare not extended to but few 
in namber, comparatively. 

For Information r^tive to the other departments, I would leapec^iUj 
refer you to the reports of the PhyBioian, Chaplain, and Matron, who 
have each performed well their part, and oontribated largely to the 
eappoit of a proper discipline, and maintaimng and esforciog tba 
lawful rules of the instituUtHi. 

In coocliuion, I would acknowledge my raaewed obligatioDB to the 
Inspeotore and the officers of the Priaon, for the unifOTm kindness and 
good fteling which has charaetttiaed onr official intereonrse the past 
year.

To tie Intpeetors of Michigan State Priann: 

Gehtlkuen — Having been appointed to tbe rannagement of this 
PriBOD, the first day of September la^t, I can eay but little about iu 
conditioQ from personal observation ; but from tbe records, I may be 
enabled to furnub eotne informatioD. 

I find that on tbe 30th day of November, 1856, tbe number of fe- 
male convicts in this Prison was 13, Since that time ibere has arrived 
3 ; broDght back that had et^caped, 2 ; pardoned, 2 ; died, 1, leaving an 
increase over last year, 2. At the present time, we have 15 convicts in 
this department. They are alt employed at work for the Stat«. They 
ire employed as follows: as cook, 1; at washing, from 1 to 2; at the 
Agent's, 1 ; at sewing, 10, and 1 invalid; and for the last two moDtlu, 
1 has been insane. 

Tiieee employed at sewing make shirts, sheets, pillow.slipe, aprons and 
towels for the men, besides mending shirt*, making their own cloth- 
ii^, iec 

The health of the Prison has generally been good, during the severe 
sickness that existed io tbe city this bit — the convicts were meet of them 
free from tbe prevailing disease. The death that occurred, I think wa> 
from a long standing disease. She bad every assistance that medical 
■kill could give, or carefu) nursing could impart. 

I ought perhaps to cal! your attention to the improper condition of 
this Prison. You are, without doubt, aware that its size tenders it quito^ 
ioBuffictent for the uee for which it was designed ; if the increase should 
aantioue ae it has for the past year, every cell would be occupied, as the

, The diBci[dine of thia Prison baa not perhaps been as strict! j attended 
to since I have taken the management of it, aa it should have been. 

Yon niaj be aware that I came here comparatively a atranger to the 
duties I had to perform, and the severe illoeae of the Agent, imniedi- 
atety after my taking pouession, rendered it iinpoesible fur mo to re- 
ceive any inatructiona from him; conaeqnently I had to learn my duties 
by eiperience. Of late I have endeavored to enforce more strict di»- 
dplioe, and thiok that good results arise from it. I have retorted to 
Mvere puntshment la but few instances. As a general thing, a gentle- 
reproof is sufficient 

In the moral condition of the convicts under my charge I feel a deep- 
interest, and I think there is a growing desire in some, for their soul's, 
salvation. There is at times deep thoagb^ whi<{b leads them to inquire 
into tbeee things, in order to learn the way more perfectly ; wliich are 
the results of the labors of our eicellent Cbaplain. 

In condusion, I would say that it is my wish to manage this part of 

the State Prlaon to the best -of my ability, according to your trisfaes, 

and I hope that I may receive your advice and council from time to 

time, that I may be enabled to give that satisfaction which is required..

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Ta the In^tetort of the Mtehigan Statt Priton : 

OsKTLBHBN : — ^Wie report of our hiefalj esteemed Agent, will adviie 
yoQ of the large inerene in the Damber of convicts, ia our Slate Fmon, 
dnnag the fiscal year jtut closed ; and I wiU try and give you a true 
rtatement, in regard to what luu been done for the intrileotual and 
moral cnltnre of these men and w<Hnen, and what has been the result 
of Uiase efforts. 

Tkei* is erery Tuiety of intellect, r^resented in this body of hnman- 
ity, and nearly every g;rade <^ man] character, from the unfortunate 
Tit^m of external influences, of an evil kind, to the arch-villaiu , whose 
plans are devised in seerel, and who glories in the darkest crimes. 

The very large proportion of these cocvids can read, and manifest 
a desire for books, and these spend the most of their leisure time in pe- 
nning anoh M we are able, from time to. time, to place before them. 

In our last annual purchase of books, we had an eye to the intellect 
■nd h«M^ of each convict; and made selection of snch works, as we 
judged adapted to the work of instruction and reform. 

This selection and purchase was made, according to your instruction, 
by the Clerk of the Prison, and myself, and oonsiBls of 12fl volumes, 
large and smdl; and eost eighty-eight ddlars and three cents. 

Our library needs replenishing the present year, and that early ; as 
many of our books are really worn out, and will soon become utterly 
useless, and our number of readers are increasing constantly, and will 
uadonbtedlycontinne 'to increase. I hope, theretore, you will deem it 
important to make another appropriation of money to be expended ftff 
tnch purpoeee as the Htatute allows. 

Our Sabbath school has been continned r^pilwly, every Sabbath 
morning, commencing 9i 9 o'doek, and continuing one hour, wiUi an av- 
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vtgt >U«iidaiice of about 100 co&rieli,'tlM graatar psit of vbom 1ut« 
manirMtcd an intAreat in the exwcisee, aod conducted thenuelTM willt 
^{oiety. 

Tbeie have been divided into claiaer, a* tbUom: 
4 Bible cl•ue^ 
1 daas in arithmetic, 
1 " " Saodera' Third Reader, 
1 " ■' " Second " 
1 " " Spelling, 

The membera of thin lait DMotioQed claw, OMnmesaed v>& the fint 
rudiments of oqi language, about one year since, and are now able to 
spell wsrde of two syllablee, which ibowa that the; are dqll tcholaia; 
still, they dadre to learn; and if they could be inetnieted an boor 
each day, in place of one hour each Sabbath, I have no doubt but thty 
would show themselves more apt to kam than they now do. 

We hare felt the ncoeMity of haviog free men to Kt as teacheta in 
the School ; and hare tried to enlist a lufScient number to teach each 
class; but hare only suooeeded in securing the serriose of four, and at 
present have only three. 

It is our intention to keep trying, until we shall suooead in finding 
the desired number; and thus place every oonriet, who attends the 
■ohool under the dir^t inflnenoe of a free man; and one whose m<»al 
influence will make a good and abidiog impression upon their mind* 
and hearts. 

By this means our Sabb^ School will be much more intemting, 
and useful, and cause less trouble to those of us who superintand, and 
maintain otdet in the School. 

We have had religious ezsrciset every Sabbath, at 10 o'doek A. 11, 
except in three mstacoet, when our Ohapel was so wet, in consequence 
of a leaky roof, that wa were unable to use it 

The convicts have generally manifested a willingness to attend, and 
the greater part have appeared iotersried in the exercises. 

To what extent these exercises have operated as a means of real and 
permanent good, I am not able to determine ; but I am persuaded they 
have not been without their influence and efiisct, aa a part of the disci- 
pline of the Prison ; and in some instances, I trust, deoiies for good 
have been implanted, and polioses of reform inspind. 
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In tlw r«inil« depBrtment we iuive had our religknH entmtt is the 
afienuxm of the Sabbath, and with results limilar to thoee alrasdy ita- 
ted; and I am weU ooDTiuosd that oar only hope for the reforma&n 
and salf atioa of this class of persona, is in the use of religion* and 
moral inSaancea, attooded with t&e energies of the Spirit of Qod, 

Physical aofieriog or the fear of it, as a penalty for crime, may serre 
to keep the baser pasuons in check, but will nerer subdue them; while 
tbs gospel of Christ is the power of God unto salvation, to every one 
that believeth ; and possesses an efficiency to subdue the base paeiiona 
of Men hnman nature, and implant pure desiree and viitnous prinoi- 
pies; thereby changing the moral nature of man, and coDetitutiog him 
a new cmture in Christ Jesos. 

With these convictioDB, I have aimed to prosecute my appropriate 
work, striving to present the truths of the gospel in a plain and impies- 
sive manner; and I believe I have had the sympathy of the Afent; 
while he has invariably sustained me in my efforts, and manifested a 
desire for my sucoees; for which he has my sincere thanks and best 

All the officers of the Prison have treated me with marked kindness, 
and have rendered me what aasiatance they conid in prosecuting my 
duties, for which they have my thanks and good will. 

On the whole, the past year has passed with me very pleasantly, and 
I have not seen cause to r^^t that I accepted this appointment at your 
hands; bat I do regret that I have done so little, and bad no more suo- 
cegs in my field of labor; but my purpose is, with God's help, to be 
more faithful the balance of the time I may serve in this capacity ; and 
I cherish the hope that if it falls to my lot to make the next annual 
report, as Cbaplua of this Prison, I shall be able to preaent a more fa- 
vMable account than the preaent report oontaina. 

In conclusion, I thmik yoa sincerely, gentlemen, for your forbearance 
iDd courtesy, and tlie kindness with wliich you have invariably treated 
me ; and I sincerely hope I shall never betray the confidence you have 
reposed in me, or cause yon to regret having placed me in this highly 
responsible station.

7b tht Jmpectort of lk« Michigan State Prison: 

Oehtlxmen — The] past year hu baen a aeason of unprecedented 
eickness in the Prison, and u a oonBequence a propor^onate increaae in 
the expenses of the Hospital depaitmeDt, and moltiplieation of our du- 
ties as guardian of the health of the institution. 

The particular months diaracteriatized hy the greatest amount of dift- 
ease, were Janua^ and February, July and August The peculiar dis- 
ease of the winter months was endemic; of the Bnmmer, epidemic. The 
finmer was local in its influence, and manifestly tracable to local csumb. 
The latter bad its origin beyond the walls of the Prison, and in which 
not only the Prison, but Ae pity and adjacent country were alike impli- 
cated. 

l%e winter disease was peculiarly formidable, and it is exceedingly 
mortifying to contemplate the foct, that, with proper means of ventila- 
tion, its destmctire visitatbn might have been avoided. Judicious hy- 
gunic regulations are able at least to modify, if not sufficient to prevent 
ejademic nsitatioDs. But endemic diseases, having their origin insome 
direct infraction of the laws of healtif, are manifestly susceptible of pre- 
vention. 

It is generally acknowledged that the system of penitentiary punish- 
ment and discipline, as practised among the more enlightened and dvil- 
ized nations of the earth, at the present day, has its origin in considers- 
tiou of humanity and justice. 

Deprintion of liber^, with all other just and proper restraints, neces- 
sary concomitants of imprisonment, are, at this age, deemed amply suf- 
fioent to punish the offender and protect the public, without attaching 
any such refinement of cruelty and barbarism as must result from 
granting him an insufficient supply of healthy atmospherio air, * 
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It WM a mont trathAil ramuk inacl* by Dr. J. W. HanillaB, of Oo- 

hmbiu, Ohio, in hn report to the diracton of tbe OUo pmiteiidaiy in 
1866, ID Kgard to the trutment of Uu priaoner, that " Diet him u you 
wiU; clothe bim uyou may; work him erer w gsntly; tr«at him.erw 
•0 kindly, ami yoa lotke no approiinuttioD Thstever to a eompema^on 
for a deficient supply of Heaven's richest, fraeatbantity, good air." "Let 
the bygeintc regulation of the eetablishmaDt be in other respects the 
very beet that human iugeBBityoui devise, and ililt oor prisonen will 
be pale, feeble, tender — liable to frequent and severe attack* of illness — 
poorly fitted to wilhataod what to a vi^rooa system, would be oom- 
paiatively triflmg." 

The west wicg of our Prison (and which is at present the Prison 
proper,) now occupied nightly by nearly 400 men, is 1230 feet long, 50 
feet wide, and 40 feet high, has a capacity of 440,000 cubic feet. lit 
central area is occupied by a double range of cells, 323 in number, ez- 
tendieg a solid, compact masonry, from the floor to the ceiling. This 
leMens the absolnte capacity of the interior to about 230,000 cubic feet> 
This allows to each individual about 7S0 cubic feet of air fw twelve 
houtsuse. 

It is a well established physiological fact that at least 10 cubic feet 
per minute of puts air, is needed to each individual for efficient and 
healthful raiificadon. You will observe that, without renewal of tint 
■Upply, this gives to this body of men barely sufficient' atmospheric air 
to supply them one hour and a quarter. This U a most wretched sup- 
j^, when you take into the account that there is no provision whaterer 
for renewal of healthful air— do means for disposal <^ the impovished 
element — at least nothing desigoe4 as sucb, for in truth all that me- 
chanical art could do, without absolutely designing it, has been done to 
counteract this. Each cell is about 7 feat deep, 6 feet high uid 4 feet 
wide. Capacity about 170 cubic feet This, without renewal, would 
■npply a pair of healthy lungs with pure air IT minutes. It would 
then become rapidly poisonous. 

It was the original design in the construction of the cell^ to provide 
means of efficient ventilation. Ventilating Jlues had, as the work pro- 
greased, been carried' up, in the middle wall, from each call, evidently 
intended to communicate with the external air. This would have pro- 
TJdtd amfde and efficient means for the escape of a large portion of the 
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uaifiaia&LtmAtlteiailM lh» aaUwiiwrt ctuMiAtwt irf cuwMb. A 
gwHCDu MntioMKt of huiiaiuty haA a.

Kow, what vaa the ooitaequenoe t It is evident that during Biild 
weather, this irafortanata state ot thii^ may be remedied by diof^ing 
the window Baahee; but the )^ter part of December and the entiM 
month of Jaanary fast, were exlnmely cold; o<KitiDuou^yao; both 
day and night. Every efficient meant of heat wwe indnatrioiidy 
t»o^ht into nequititica to i»«dttce enfSoient varmih, asd every avaane 
carefully dosed a^sat the adBBuoa of coid. 

The air thui healed was greatly rarified. Three hundred and fifty 
pairs of lungs were abatracting its oxygen, and giving back, in the 
aqtieooa exbalatMna from the Ini^ and the nirfhoe, a coi^iensatory 
retitni of poiionoas cnbooio acid gas. This, with other deleterious 
g a sB on , added to the amomit of excrementitiouB material conetantly 
eliswnated from * tbouaand avenaea and emnnet«me« of tba uumal 
body, contributed to rendw the air of the eella unfit iat Tespiratioo. - 
The effeda were aooo apparent; paiienta multiplied rapidly. Thty 
otHu^ained of pecnllai and aBonadons aymptoma. Some wore ex- 
ceedingly diisy ; comjMned of a sunatien of fiiUnen o{ blood in the 
bead, with ooldDeea of the eitremittee, great feebleness, want of ordinuy 
muscnlar power, lem of a[^tite, inability to deep, difficulty of breath- 
ing — particularly in their cells. 

Some were obliged, in the dead of night, to leave their Inmki, 
wnd to the cell door«, crowd their faces as far se powible between the 
banof the grated door, and make efforts to obt^n sufficient f^esh.air 
to enable them to breathe A«ely.

Tha remaining fifty-four eveoto- 
ally recovered ; and yet, not entirely ; Cor moat ef (iMm have been ia 
impcrfeot health lince. Some that bav» since died of other diseasee, 
had ^i^tentiy sufieredso great a dimunition of vital energy, at thii 
time, as never to have fully recovered thdr wonted health. 

This is the EndenUe Dinate to which I have referred ; a dieeaae 
having itt origin here, plainly and distinctly traceable, to a wanton cara- 
l ew uwu and culpstble disregard of the laws of life and health ; an act 
whidi should, in my judgment, be as much eoDsidaKd an iiidklaUe 
<^ence, as tor the switdiman or engineer of a railway train to fail to do 
hvduty. 

I feel that it ii doe to myself as vrall as the Ksfortwaate men Hader 
n^ care, that I should thus urgency press this matter upon yoai con- 
udentioD' I am owfident that when fully prcMBted, yon will appre- 
oate the naceseity of doing all in your power, o«iuiteBt with the meaai 
at yonr diaposaf, to remedy tiia evil as promptly aad effieiently as poiH- 
ble.

A moat remarkable case occurred here. One of the murderers of 
young Estabrook, near 0<^water, named White, was taken ill with a 
fever. He refused all mediea] attention, clauned that he was about to 
die, and was evideiitiy detennined that he ahonld. He waffviuted fre- 
quently and repeatedly ur^ to use medieine or food. He constantly 
and faithfully persisted in a denial of all asNatanoe from either for twen- 
ty-seven days and sis hours, when he finally consented to use a liUle 
gruel. He recovered in spite (^ himself and no thanks to the Diictor. 

The Stewardship of the Hoapitd has been disohaiged by Samud 
P. Hart, whose faithful untiiing devotion to the discharge of the im- 
portant duties entmsted to |him, has, although a convic^ entitkd him, in 
my judgment, to favorable mntion.

To the Itupectors of Michigan State Priaon; 

GznrLBiiEif: At the time of my last Annual Report, Nov. SOtk, 
1666, tlien was cHsh io my handa to the amount of twelve bandied 
and Dine dollan and aerentj cenU ; there wm also not vet drawn from 
tbe State Treanirj, three thousand dollate of the appropriation made for 
building purposes in 1866. 

Id Janaarj, 1657, m. appropriation of thirty-two tboDsand dollars 
was made "for completiDg the east wing and for coDstrucUag Qoe hun- 
dred and aixty-four cells (herein, for enlarging the mess-room, for 
hailding addition^ workshops, and for repairing the Agent's house, and 
putUng up a fence in front of the entire Prison, and such other repairs 
as the Inspectors of the Prison might think necessary." 

During the past year I have been engaged on certain portions of tbis 
work which was deemed necessary to be completed first, as will be more 
fully set forth in another pardon of this Report

I haTo bnilt, iba paat aeason, the eaat wing (^ t^e PriBon, and nearly 
completed fortj cells tbereio — abo oi>mpleted two ranges of work-efaopa. 

Tbe eaat wing is built after the original plan and w two hundred and 
fifteen feet long, fifty seren feet wide, and of the same beight of tba 
weat wing, and ii conitructed of stone. The front wJI b built of finely 
dreased stone, rusticated; the rear wall, of hammer dressed, and Uu 
end wall, crandelled work. It is four feet thick at ttte foundation, and 
two feet thick at the lop, battered upon the inside. The walls were 
well grouted, and firmly bound leather with strong anchors. Wronght- 
iron window-grates were put in the windows instead of the cast iron 
ones that had been ordered b; the iatvaeg Commiaioner, Tha roof isa 
flat snspensicn roof, supported from the uadar atde^ever; twelra feet th* 
entire length of tbe roof, bj trutKs and trees made of indi and a qnaitsi 
Lake Superiov roaod iron. Tbe main beama are lai<l twelte feet apart, 
and rest npon the wall at esoh end; dieandof eschbHiin is fitted witba 
heavy cast-ir<n cap, through which pMsei theee rod- -f ceblea; under 
At beama areiroo treaa, two feet long, bataned to the buaim and alio 
testing on the rode. These rods are fitted with "iiuis," so that they

indication of l«^Dg. I have every reaaon to believe that Ibis cement 
jocAitg will prove a good and desirable roof. 

Forty eelli of the aanie dimensions as those of the west wifig* are in 
proceea of constructioa, and will be ready for use about the 1st of Feb- 
rnary, tbe Mmaining one hundred and twenty cells together with the 
meM room, fsBce, and other repairs about the main building, for which 
appropriaUoDs irere made, without doubt will be compkted the c<»iiog 
year. 

There baa been built two ranges of work shope; tbe first rai^ is 
two hundred and ninety feet loiif^ forty-two feet wide, two storiea high. 
Tb« first etwy is thirteen feet high, and tbe «ec(»id atory i« eleven feet 
high. Tbe second range ia one hundred add twenty feet kmg, forty- 
two feet wide, and one story of fourteen feet in height. Alao there baa 
been buitt an engine and boUer room, forty oaa by forty-three feet, one 
story high, and a chimney eighty feet bigb. These buildings were all 
bnilt of brick, well gioated, and will "stand tbe influence of asteatn- 
engine, and tbe running of machinery, without tremUing." 

The roofs are covered with shingles and are self-aupportiog trusa- 
roofs, made from plans designed by Mr. Stewart, tbe architect, and ar» 
withont doubt superior to any other, for making a strong aad sabetaa- 
tiftlroof. 

Theoe shops are by far tbe best in tbe Prison yard, and are better^ 
stronger and more snbetuitial than the work shopa of any of the Pna- 
ons of New York, Ohio or Wisconsin. 

I cannot olose this report without bearing t«slimoDy to the Guthfo> 
manner in which Tfir. 3. Stewart, tbe architect, M. B. Richardson, martar 
mason, and A. Cockbum, stone cutter, have superiolcDded tbe variotu d»- 
pattments of labor entrusted to their care. No mistake of consequence 
has been made — no aoddeat has occurred. All the work hat progressed 
amoothly yet rapidly, and a lazier amount of work hia been don* and.

DUTIES OF THE AGENT. 

It Bhall be tbe dnty ot tbe Agsnt to attend coQEtsntly at tb« Pnion, 
except when hu official duties require bim to be absent; aad he ia to 
Bee that all rules, regulations and penalties which may be adopted by 
che Inspectors, are ctiictly observed and enforced. 

It abtril be the datj of tbe Agent to see Uiat every eoBTict is stricdy 
coB6Ded witiiio &» Prison widls, nod that no convict go out of the 
Ptnon walls, eic^ under &a charge of ag ofBwr : Provided, Thnt &• 
Agenf* bonse ehaH be deemed a part of tbe PHsod, within the meaDing 
of tfUB rale. Alt eonvicts whose labor is tiot required in the strict \effd- 
mate aervice cf the State, shall b« kept at aTaiktble labor on contract 
RtrLzm. 

Tbe Agent shall immediately suspend any Aesiitatit Keeper or guard 
frona duty who BhsU c^inminiicate with convicts, either in the night or 
day time, except upon l>-s^timate snbjecta of his duty, or shall in any 
manner violate any rule i^ the Prison. 

It shall be the dnty of the Agent to inveetijcate fll infrMtions of ralea 
on tbe part ot eonvicts, whiA may come to his knowledge ; prescribe the 
pnn JuHww mt for each o&noe, and require the Deputy Keeper, or in oaae 
of hia sijaffOBd or disability, snch other c^cer as he mar designate, to- 
inflict the same.

It thftll be th« duty of ika Agent to have prepared, reiified and laid 
before the Board of lospecton, a monthlr and an annual finandal 
•tatament of the receipts, expenditnrea, acconnta and financial conditkn 
of the Priton, in the form, and conttitmg the information prescribed in 
the rules relating to the Clerk. He shall also prepare and lay before Hie 
Board an Annual Report, giving a eummary statement of all the im- 
{Mvtant transactions of the Prison daring the jear, and its condi^on at 
the end of the year — iDcluding the nunaber of convicts, how they have 
been employed, and encb other ioformation as has been usual, and soch 
ioggeitions and additional informatioo as he may deem proper. Ha 
shall alto prepare and present to the Board aonually, duly verified, tm 
iuv6DU)tj of the personal property, goods and materials on hand at the 
Prison, belonging to the Slate, with valualioni of the articles, so cImn- 
fied and arranged as to be easily compared irith like inrentoriea of 
previous years, 

DUTIES OF THB DEPUIY KEEPER. 



It shall be the doty <rf the Deputy Keeper to be in constant aUand- 
ance at the Prison, and nnder the directioo of the Agent, to see tiiat 
the rules and rc^latioas are «iforoed and oonplied with, and to aid the 
Agent in eafbrcing a strict and wholesome disc^line, and to Dote in his 
journal any violation of the rules and regalatioin of the PriaoA, as i«- 
-quired by section IS of cbi^ter 172 of the Revised Statntw. 
tmh* n. 

He BhsU frequmtly ezaaiue, or oause to be examined, the cells, amd 
locks and doors thereof to see that they are in good order, and not 
injored, and to cause all improper instruments and srtidas to be re- 
moved thwefrom. He shall cauae the upper tier of cells to be exam- 
ined daily.

He should be ooostantly moving about the establishment, viaitiog 
Jrequently but irregukriy and without notice, the kitchen, hospital, 
workshops and all departments i^ the Prison.

/He shall [npact the arms sod equipmenta of the waB gaarda at least 
ooee a ireefc, and repoK anj efilcer wbo may be fouod de&eient i& the 
required amoaiit of amnmnfUoD, or whose gUDS or equipments are not 
in order. He shsll inspect all the arms aad equipments not in daily 
toe, as ol\en a^onca In each month. 



He shsll be present and preside &t the meals of the priaoaers, unless 
his f lace be taken by the Agent or one of the Assistant Keepers. 

DUTIES OF THE CLERK. 

The Clerk shsll act as an Assistant to the Agent in the discharge of 
his financial duties. 

It shall be his duty to attend daily, during proper business hours, at 
the Prison, 

He shall beep all accounts of the financial transactions of the Prison, 
and shall register all convicts, when received, and enter thair discharge 
when released from Prison. 

He shall act as Clerk of the Board of Inspectors, and record the min- 
utes of their proceedings, and shall do snch other writing as shall n%- 
sonably be reqoired of him by the Inspectots or Agent, rdating to the 
Prison. 

He abail have the care and custody of all the books and papers of 
the Prison. 

He shall keep the accounts of the Prison, aad prepare numtbly state- 
ments of the receipts nd expeoditoia* (hereof, in dnsnen, as heretobn 
ptMtised, which shsU be variAed by die affidavit thereto of the Cled: 
and Agent, and Imd before the. Board of Inspectors at their monthly 
meetings, in which the following ioformatton shall be stated iq addition 
to that heretofore given, to wit : 

let The earaings of convicts during the month, under each contract. 

2d. The total amount dae from and charged to each contractor, ex- 
clusive of c^etls iot allowed and <»«dited. 

3d. At Uie end of each quarter he shall state, with the monthly ac- 
count, a list or schedule of the several officers of the prison, giving their 
names and the respective amount s and aggregate amount of IJieir bbI«' 
nm during the quarter. 
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4th. Ha iliaU «k> ctato with tiM tamtUr MOMiDti at the end of 
each qnsrter, a list of the guards, g^.ivig their lu^wa and serenl 
amounts and the aggt^ta amounts of t^eir wages durixg the quarter. 

At the end of each fiscal year the Clerk shall piepare bo abstract 
of the Beveral classes of receipts and expenditures during the year, to 
which he shall add the foregoing daises of accounts, and h1h> a state- 
ment of the aggregate amouat due from the f lison at the end of the 
year. 

DUTIES OF THE ASSISTANT KEEPERS. 



It shall be the duty of the Assistant Keepers to attend coostiuily at 
Uie Prison ; to lock up and unlock the convicts ; to see that good order 
is preserved wherever their duty calls tbem; to allow no pwson to speak 
to the convicts iu their presence without permisuoii, and to hold no 
oouTerastion with the convicts, except what is necessary in perfonning 
their duties. 



It ahall be Uie dnty of the Aeustant Keepers, when on duty in Ae 
woitohope, to pr«eerve order, and not to allow the convicts to leave the 
[dace where they are put to work, or the work Aey are set to do, 
widiout their permission. 

They shall keep the convicts, under Uidr charge, at work diligently, 
faithfully and silently, and shall not allow them to apeak to each other, 
or to any person not connected with the IcstitQlion, without their per- 
idMod, Tlw^ most not allow any contraetor, or theb foreman, to 
■pCik to the convista, except in relatian to their work. 

RUIE III. 

It shall be the duty of the Aateistant Keepers, at all tlmea, to T^c«t 
lo the Deputy Keeper each day, any and all infractions of the mleSr 
disobedience of orders, and any act of iDsubordioation on the pnt of 
the convicts. ^ 

SULK IV. 

It tia& be the daty of the Assistant Keepers having charge of the'

Said Assistant Keeper shall remain on the outside of the gato at all 
times when the oooTiota are not confined wiUus the Prison walls. Ela 
ihiU obey atiiotly all instmotions that may be given him in allowuig 
persons to enter and leave the yard, and be shall not permit a oonviot, 
uDder any pretence, to go out of the gate, without the exprees oouent 
and direetion of the Agent or Detmty Keeper, ttalfaig abo the name <tf 
neh oouviot. 



The Assistant Keepers shall not punish convicts for disobedience of 
orders or breach of discipline ; but in all snch cases the Eeepen shall 
nport the same to the Agent or Deputy Keeper. But if a oonvict use 
or ofier personal viakMa to a Keeper, ha may dsftod himself and uae 
all the means which he may deeni necessary and proper to enforce obe- 
dienoe, at all hazarde, even at the sacrifice of life, imtil the oAnding 
CMivict is taken to his cell.

ANNUAL REPORT of the Trustees of the Mich- 
igan Asylum for the Insane, for the year 1857. 

To Bxs Mioell^ujy, KmeLET S. Bihqhah, Governor qf the 
State cf Michigan : 

The necessity which first Jemanded the erection of an 
asylum for the insane in this State is yearly becoming more and 
more urgent The causea which prodnoe this moBt afflicting of 
all diseases are in continnons and nniform operation, and the 
namber of insane in the State at the time the subject first re- 
ceived Legislative attention, is already more than doubled. 
This fact is shown by the statistics already presented; but 
even without these, from the very nature of the disease, no 
other result could have been expected. Oases of spontaaeoua 
restoration A^im mental alienation, all anthc«« who have writ- 
ten up(m the sul>ject nnite in saying, are, even under the 
most &Tt)rabLe circumstances, extremely rare. Little hope of 
effecting a cure can be indulged ,withoat the conTeoiencefl and 
appliances of a special institution, and even with these, it is 
alffiolntely essential to successful treatment, that ^ley be re- 
sorted to in the eaiiiest stages of the disease. 
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A tew of tbe iDsaue of thU State, whoce pecuDiary circmu- 
Btancee would permit, have been able to secore admifision 
into the asjlmns of neighboring States; bnt tbe lai^er nnm- 
ber, those in whom the disease is asBociated with poverty and 
want, — a daae for whom, the institntion was eepeciallj in- 
tended, — have of neceeeity been cut off from every remedial 
means. Many are rambling about, a source of anxiety to 
their friends and of danger to the community. Others are in 
county poor-bosses, places osiveraaDy conceded to be, in 
every respect, wholly unfit for their reception; wliere, aside 
from the fact that no means of medical or moral treatment 
can be brought to bear upon tbe disease, it is almost impos- 
sible to secure for them even the physical comforts of life. 
And otber«, again, — a disgraceful fact to be recorded in theee 
days of civilization, and extended and enlightened philan- 
thropy, — are in our Jails, in chains and cells, in just tbe same 
condition in which they were found when tbe very first effort 
was made to ameliorate their condition. 

Humanity forbids that such a state of things should longer 
continue. It surely shows a want of gratitude to the God ' 
who gavd ue reason and tbe blessings inseparable from its 
possession, thus to neglect ijur fellow-man; not only denying 
him the meaus of cure, but iu the hour of his deepest affliction 
to load htm with chains, make bini the inmate of a prison, 
and the associate of felons. 

Tbe interests of the State forbid it. Economy, to say 
nothing of higher motives, requires that we should hasten to 
provide tbe means of cure for this disease. To neglect doing 
so, is consigning those laboring under it, to hopeless and 
helpless incurability, eutails upon their families a burthen of 
immeasurable sorrow, and throws upon the public the ex- 
pense of their life-long support. 

As tueie IS no ciassificatiou of expenses in our jails and 
poor-huuses, it is impossible to ascertain the cost of support- 
ing the insane, but we have data sufficient to show that the 
annual lunacy-tax of this State is not far from ($30,000) 
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thirty-thoneand dollars. With a large number of insftoe 
constantiy sinking into incurability, this snm, large as it is, 
is rapiflly increaaing. 

These remarlcB are premised, not npon the obserration of 
the Board of TroBtoes alone, bnt upon direct communica- 
tions from county officers, from the friends of nnmerous in- 
sane p^-sons, and the representations of intelligent citizens, 
whose position or inclinations have led them to an investiga- 
tion of the subject. They are convinced of the urgent ne- 
cessity of extending, as early as possible, the means of allevi, 
atiog the evils and sorrowB associated with this fearfiil and 
rapidly increasing disease which is desolating so many 
homes, and calling so loudly for public sympathy and relief. 
In the diechaige of the duty which this conviction imposee, 
they earnestly recommend the passage of an act of organi- 
zation for the government and management of the Institu- 
tation, and an appropriation sufficient to finish and furnish 
the portions already erected, for the immediate reception of 
patients. The Board are fully aware of the present fiDancial 
embarrassment of the State, bnt cannot feel themselves at 
liberty to defer calling attention to the matter. 

When the present Board of Trostees assumed the cJiarge of 
the institution, they found the centre building' erected, roofed 
and slated. The two^tory portions of the south wing were 
btult up and ready for roofing. The walls of the first transverse 
wing had been carried up as high as the second floor, and the 
second transverse wing' was ready for slating. During the 
year, the work of construction has been carried on us rapidly 
as the extent of the appropriation would allow. The extreme 
portion of the south wing has been plastered, glazed and par- 
tially floored ; joists have been laid throughout the entire 
wing; the walla of the second transverse wing have been car- 
ried up, and the work of roofing and slating upon the whole 
wing completed. The cupolas have also been put up, tinned 
and put in connection with the foul-air ducts. Stairways 
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have been a«cted in the ext3«me wing, upon the second and 
third floors, and in the attie of the centre bnildii^. 

In all the work that has been done, and in all pardiaBes 
made, special and carefnl attention has been given to diu» 
bility and economy. In the annexed reptHt (^ Mr. Montagne, 
who has personally snperintended the work, will be found a 
complete statement of the receipts and disbursements for die 
year:

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To complete the poition of tiie iiutitation now erected, fiii^ 
nish it and jn'epare it for the reception of putients ; to pro- 
vide the necessary apparatne for wanoing, tanke, bathing

dry, a bam, fences, and make other arrangements and appli- 
ances, absolutely eeseutiitl to Uie operation of the institution, 
vrill require an appropriation of (^0,000) thirty thousand 
dollars. 

The Board of Tmstees are Mly aware that in the fnr^ 
ther constmction of the bnUding, they will be greatly incon- 
venienced by the presence of the patients and their attend- 
ants; and on the other hand, that the labor and anxiety 
of all in any way connected with the care of the inmates,. 
wUl be likewise materially increased; but entrusted, not with 
the simple matter of building alone, but with the higher 
interests of those for whom the Asylum was established, 
they feel that they cannot consistently with their duty 
recommend any other course. In asking for an appropria- 
tion to enable them to open at once a part of the Institntion 
for the reception of patiento, they are only influenced by a 
sense of dnty. Their interest is held in common with every 
citizen of the State, and in making this appeal for legislative 
co-operadoQ and assistance, they are acting in obedience to 
the dictates of a common humanity, and in the promotion of 
a common good.
